Meralco cuts power rates

RESIDENTIAL CUSTOMERS IN THE FRAN- 
chise areas of the Manila Electric Co. will en- 
Joy a 34.25 centavos per kilowatt hour (kWh) 
reduction in their November electricity bills 
due to the drop in the company’s generation 
charges and system losses for the month. 

Meralco said the decline in generation 
charges would translate to a 29.98 centavos 
per kWh reduction in the electricity bills 
while lower system loss charges would re- 
sult in a 4.27-centavos-per-kWh savings. 

Meralco vice president and utility eco- 
nomics chief Ivanna Dela Peña said genera- 
tion charge for the November billing month 
went down to P4.3525 per kWh from 
4,6523 per kWh in October. 

"Since the restoration of the automatic 
generation rate adjustment mechanism 
(Agra) in July, Meralco's generation charge 
starting August has declined four times in a 
row, with a cumulative reduction of P1.3239 
per kWh," she said in a statement yesterday. 

Apart from the generation charge, the 
company’s system loss charges for all cus- 
tomer classes likewise declined. 

‘Meralco attributed the lower charges mainly 
to the dedine in the National Power Corp's 
generation charge. Nepocors average rate 
dropped by 26.92 centavos per kWh due main- 
ly to the implementation of ts eighth genera- 
tion mte adjustment mechanism (Gram). 

‘The Energy Regulatory Commission-ap-

proved Gram brought down Napocors sell- 
ing rate by 18.63 centavos per kWh. 

‘Napocor’s incremental currency exchange 
rate adjustment (сета) likewise cropped by 
68 centavos per kWh. Is basic time of-use 
(TOU) rate also slid by 2.24 centavos per kWh 
due to the higher proportion of off-peak pow- 
‘er that Meralco bought from the state frm. 

Meralco's off-peak power purchase from 
Napocor jumped to 38.14 percent from 
37:49 percent in the previous supply month. 

Apart from Napocor's lower charges, the 
prices of power purchased from Meralco's 
independent power producers likewise 
went down, contributing to the decline in 
the distribution utility's generation charge 
for the November billing month. 


‘Stronger peso offset higher cost 

The average rate of Quezon Power 
Philippines Ltd. dropped by 25.78 centavos 
per kWh in the October supply month, 
while power fom First Gas Power Corp.s 
Sta. Rita plant also declined by 8.61 cen- 
tavos per kWh, on the average. 

The price of power from First Gas’ San 
Lorenzo plant, however, went up due to the 
scheduled maintenance of one of its gener- 
ating blocks. This effectively brought the 
plants dispatch level to alow 43.8 percent. 

‘The upward pressure of higher fuel costs 
was offset by the stronger peso, keeping the 
IPPs’ average rate at just around P4 per kWh. 

Meralco vice president for corporate 


communication Elpi Cuna said its IPPs still 
supplied cheaper power at an overall aver- 
age rate of P4.0118 per kWh, compared 
with the P4.6362-per:kWh and the 
P6.7357-per-kWh prices of power from 
Napocor and from the wholesale electricity 
spot market (Wesm), respectively 

‘The price of power from the Wesm 
dropped by 3.05 centavos per kWh com- 
pared to the previous month's level. 

“Although the overall average Wesm 
price benefited from the negative Gram ad- 
justment from Napocor and the reduction 
in Napocor' Icera, there were maintenance 
outages in five major generating units and 
recurring incidences of transmission line 
constraints which kept prices at the various. 
modes relatively high,” Cuna explained. 

"For the supply month of October, 
Napocor included in its bill the mandated 
ate reduction (MRR) for the supply 
months of August and September, totaling 
some P131.58 million. This translates to an 
18.27-centavos-per kWh reduction for resi 
dential customers he added. 

Meralco last month passed on to їз resi- 
dential users the MRR for the January July 
supply period, which translated to a rate re- 
duction of 54.11 centavos per kWh. 

“Due to the lower MRR this month, the 
reduction in the rates of most residential 
customers resulting from lower generation. 
and system loss charges will be trimmed to 
4.24 centavos per kWh," Cuna explained. 
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specific sum, the Plunder Law 
limits this only to property de- 
rived or traceable to the instru- 
ments or proceeds of the 
crime," they said. 

The inclusion of any or all 
personal or real property of the 
accused in the writs without 
any qualification "imposes an 
additional penalty, and is 
therefore void,” the lawyers 
said.

CAMP CAPINPIN, TANAY, RIZAL—THE 28

“We are asking that Gen. Esperon sign 
the PTA because this is the basis for our 
clients detention and trial because the pre 
trial investigation (PTI) exonerated them. 
‘Without his signature, we cannot verify if 
this is indeed the PTA used against our 
clients,” lawyer Trixie Cruz-Angeles told re- 
porters,

“UNIMAGINABLY PAINFUL AND INFURIATING,” 
was how Vicky Morales, host of the GMA 7 reality 
show "Wish Ko Lang," described the loss of Mag- 
Galena and Isabelo Amper after 12-year-old daugh- 
terMariannet committed suicide. 

"ев too much reality, too soon for children,” 
Morales told the Inquirer in a phone interview yes- 
terday. "Children should be shielded from the harsh 
facts of life. Perhaps poverty was all too real for 
Mariannet.” 

Tes also frustrating, she clarified, because “i govem- 
ment funds were better allocated, perhaps her death 
could have been prevented. ts a sad commentary” 

'Marianner’s diary and an unsent letter to “Wish 
Ko Lang" were found tucked under her pillows. 

in the letter addressed to "Ate Vicky -Marianet 
wished for a bicycle, a school bag and jobs for her 
parents. 

‘Upon learning of the girl's passing, Morales and 
her shows production team flew to the Ampers 
hometown of Davao City on Thursday. 

They stayed in Davao for a day to tape an episode 


ofthe show to be aired today. 

“Wish Ko Lang” dubbed today’s episode as a “final 
tribute to Marianne." 

"Its painful to imagine that a 12-year-old can 
think of this," Morales said in a statement released 
by GMA 7. "When I was young, all I worried about 
was my homework and what to eat for merienda." 

As part of the show’s tribute, Mariannet’s wishes 
were granted. The show gave her family 11 goats, a 
Sari-sari store package, school supplies and a bicycle. 

‘The show's conceptis to fulfill the wishes of letter- 
senders who often belong to marginalized sectors. 

Marianner’s father Isabelo told Morales: "Her 
wishes were granted, but she's gone.” 

In а phone interview with the INqumen, Morales 
said: “We are justa simple show with a modest budget.

"The Catholic web site www.zenith.org also said that 
the Canon Law no longer lists suicide as a reasomfor 
the Church to deny someone of funeral rites. 

Edward McNamara, professor of liturgy.at the 
Regina Apostolorum Pontifical University, who an- 
swered a query about suicide on the website-said 
Canon 1184 only prohibits funeral rites on a “notori: 
ous apostate, heretic or schismatic; those whorre- 
‘quested cremation for motives contrary to the Ghiris- 
Чап faith; and manifest sinners to whom a churchifu- 
neral cannot be granted without causing public scan. 
dal to the faithful.” 

"These restrictions apply only if there has been-no 
sign of repentance before death,” МеМатага за 
adding that “the local bishop weighs any doubtful 
cases and in practice, a prudent priest should always 
consult withthe bishop before denying а funeral 
Mass.” 

McNamara explained that an unrepentant sinner is 
someone who committed suicide following andther| 
actof grave crime like murder.

Y HANGING HERSELF A DAY AFTER ALL SAINTS’ 
B=, 12-year-old Mariannet Amper of Davao City 

has become the embodiment of the Filipinos’ worst. 
nightmare, a saint of poverty for a nation that continues 
to deny the blighted reality of its impoverishment. 

Tr is said that Mariannet killed herself out of quiet des- 
peration over her school absences and her inability to 

catch up with school work. She had 
EDITORIAL been unable to attend her classes reg- 
ularly because her father was jobless 
and could not give her the money to travel to school. She 
was in the sixth grade and eager to catch up so as to finish 
her elementary education. She had asked him for P100 to 
finish & school project, but he didn’t have the money. So 
he asked for an advance payment for a construction work 
he was set to do, hoping to give the money to his daugh- 
ter. But it was too late. He found Mariannet hanging by 
the ceiling of their shanty, with a nylon rope around her 
neck. It was All Souls’ Day. 

‘The suicide spoils whatever goodwill the Arroyo adminis- 
tration had sought to generate from the finding of the most 
recent Social Weather Stations survey: that fewer Filipinos 
rated themselves poor this year. The survey showed that 
self-rated poverty had been at the relatively low range of 47 
to 53 percent since September 2006, down six percentage 
points from 55 to 59 percent in December 2005-June 2006. 

Elated by the finding and obviously seizing on this 
piece of good news as an occasion to drumbeat her eco- 
nomic accomplishments, President Macapagal-Arroyo 
quickly called for an “anti-poverty” summit at Manila Ho- 
tel. At the meeting, she directed the “Hunger Task Force" 
to step up the anti-poverty campaign, and instructed the 
budget department to release Р1 billion for the effort. 

But the death of Mariannet cut short the administra- 
tion’s merriment. The positive statistics have been disre- 
garded, if not belied by the suicide of a young girl who, in 
her diary entries, intimated her frustration and despair 
over her family’s seemingly irredeemable poverty. 

Mariannet’s diary is similar to Anne Frank's: both prefig- 
ured the inexorability of doom—Anne's, the holocaust of 
the gas chambers; Mariannet's, the holocaust of poverty. 

But because her death happened in the era of “infotain- 
ment," Mariannets case risks being banalized by melodra- 
ma-prone television. In fact, her anguish and frustration ap- 
pear to have been abetted by TV programs that cater to the 
desperate dreams of the poor, granting them their wish- 
es—except that the grant is just a drop in the bucket amid 
an ocean of despair, thereby deepening the despondency of 
those whose wishes can't be accommodated within cruel 
broadcast air time and by insensitive marketing gimmicky. 

But perhaps, the far worse infotainment would be the 
government's grabbing hold of the slimmest of develop- 
ments barely indicating economic recovery and using 
these to trumpet its achievements, and holding these out 
as herald of an impending salvation for the millions of 
poor Filipinos, The herald, of course, does not material- 
ize; it is mere thunder rather than substance, and the 
poor are left holding wretched stalks of disappointment. 
For others like Mariannet, they re left hanging by the rope 
around their necks. The rope is despair's hangman, coiled 
tight and mercilessly by crushing poverty. 

The suicide risks making cynics of us all. But cynicism is 
the other face of despair, and we cannot surrender to it. 
(A Malacafiang official has already described the girl's 
death as an “isolated” instance. The opposition may con- 
veniently use it as dark grist for the angry mill of political 
hate and one-upmanship.) Mariannefs death should 
show that poverty in the countryside has largely been fos- 
tered by a culture of corruption and mismanagement. 
‘The culture is best reflected in the government's lopsided, 
and even twisted and wasteful, allocation of resources. It 
is damning, for instance, that the Arroyo administration 
has been accused of contracting overpriced multimillion- 
peso projects and giving out cash baskets to congressmen 
and local officials, while legislators hem and haw over the 
abolition of their pork barrel. Never mind that the pork 
barrel (euphemistically called “countryside development 
fund”) and Malacafiang’s basket of cash goodies (de- 
scribed as “assistance for the barangays") don’t seem to 
have made a dent on poverty in the countryside. 

Corruption and mismanagement have made govern- 
ment the key perpetuator of poverty. Unless the Filipino 
nation finally realized this, there will be more Mariannets 
and martyrs of poverty. 
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WHAT HAS DRAWN SUSTAINED PUBLIC AT- 
tention to the recent distribution of cash gifts 
то congressmen and local executives is not so 
much that unaccounted money was given to 
politicians, but chat it was done on such a scam- 
alous scale and right in the presidential 
palace itself. No one believes this can happen 
without the knowledge or permission of Presi- 
dent Macapagal-Arroyo, who is known to mi- 
cro-manage things. 

As a sociologist, what I find truly remark- 
able about this is that it could easily have 
passed on as а non-event. If Pampanga Gov. 
Eddie Panlilio had not spoken to media, no one 
among the recipients would have made а big 
fuss about it. Yet, even the much admired gov- 
етпогз first statements about the money were 
quite naive. They suggested an initial readi- 
ness to keep the money so long as it was not in 
exchange for anything and was to be used for 
social projects in the province. 

Iris exactly how our culture assimilates and 
neutralizes bribery The clever briber never ex- 
pliciy asks for anything in exchange. But the 
whole context in which the act is performed 
leaves no doubt about the bribers intention. 
The demands of conscience or face, if they 
should arise at all, аге quickly eased because. 
the bribe is represented as a small gift, a token, 
‘contribution to one's favorite charity, or assis- 
tance to one's constituency. Bribing etiquette 
typically requires that some distance—in time 
Or space—be placed between the principal and 
the receiver. This is to avoid any possible awk- 
wardness. 

In this regard, the cash-giving in Mala- 
cafiang last Oct. 11 was extraordinary. It was 
done right at the official residence of the Presi- 
dent, and immediately after the breakfast and 
Junch meetings hosted by Ms Arroyo, at which 
the main item for discussion was the filing of 
another impeachment complaint against her. It 
showed an absolute disregard not only for the 
Jaw, but also for political form. Without her in- 


tending it, it served to dramatize the contempt 
with which Ms Arroyo regards her own allies. 

‘Our politicians do not seem at all offended 
by this treatment. Indeed they welcome ít, be- 
lieving it to be an integral part of our politics. 
Maybe they are not far off the mark in this be- 
lief. An Iuquuem item the other day reported 
former Maguindanso Вер. Guimid Matalam аз 
saying that being given gifts, including cash al 
lowances, was not unusual even in the first 
post-martial law Congress of which he was a 
member. "Matalam said aside from funds from. 
Malacafiang, congressmen also received ‘lobby 
gifts from some company executives.” Ido not 
doubt this. 

It may well be that the only thing that distin- 
guishes the Arroyo presidency from any other 
is the manner in which cash-giving has become. 
so much a part of the standard operating pro- 
cedure of her office. No other administration 
Баз been known to resort to buying political fa- 
vors so literally, as brazenly, and as routinely as 
Ms Arroyo's. If this is what it takes to awaken 
изхо the glaring discrepancy berween the laws 
we profess and the dirty practices by which we 
conduct our national life, then surely we have 
her to thank. 

1а our quest for reform, we tend to ignore 
the realities that constrain our politicians and 
our electorate to behave in particular ways. 
We are engrossed in the easy moralism that 
permits us to express our disgust for the fail- 
ings of our leaders in government. We cling to 
the belief that if only we can rid the nation of 
the present bunch of politicians, the country 


will surely be better. I think we forget that our 
leaders, like many of our voters, are no more 
than actors in a political stage governed һу 
the hidden scripts of social inequality and 
dominance. We expect great things when we 
replace old actors with new ones, unaware 
that without a fundamental revision of the 
script, the performance will not be very differ 
ent 

That script, the one that animates what we 
call traditional politics, provides not for the 
roles of government and opposition, as in the 
modern stage, but only for а set of patron and 
client roles. Under its terms, political power in 
our society is to be contested not by alternating 
majorities and minorities, but by a very small 
ruling class. Unchallenged in its dominance 
this class creates the illusion of plurality and 
choice through the constantly changing com 
position ofits factions. 

‘What does all this tell us? Jt tells us thatthe 
modern institutions by which we are supposed 
to conduct the governance of our nation will 
never function properly so long as the masses 
are trapped in poverty. It tells us that the choic- 
ез offered by our present political parties, in- 
cluding those that purport to represent the 
poor, are false. It tells us that political parties 
that are not themselves financed by their mem- 
bers are a sham. Ir ells us that public officials 
who buy their way into public office are no 
more than merchants or agents; they are not 
the leaders. It tells us that voters who are hun- 
gry and needy cannot be political subjects in а 
democracy. 

This political culture is bound to change, al 
beit slowiy, as more and more of our people get 
out of poverty largely by finding work abroad. 
The change is becoming visible in our growing 
intolerance for money politics and in the impa- 
tience with which we scan the horizon for new 
leaders.

The harshest criticism against GSIS 


GOING OVER THE INCREASING NUMBER OF 
‘email I have received and continue to receive 
regarding the Government Service Insurance 
System as a result of the columns Ihave written 
on the eCard issue—there are currently 89 files, 
а lot of which include voluminous attach- 
rments—two features become apparent. The 
first is thatthe unfavorable comments far out- 
number the favorable ones. Аз a matter of fact, 
the only favorable ones are the e-mail from Ms 
Ella Valencerina, who is а vice president of the 
GSIS, heading its public affairs office. But that is 
understandable—she came in with GSIS presi- 
dent Winston Garcia, and presumably owes her 
job to him. Ranged against her—or more accu- 
rately the GSIS under Garcia—is а whole spec- 
trum of government agencies that includes the 
Civil Service Commission its chair, 
Karina Constantino David), the Commission on. 
Audi: (specifically the special audit team that 
‘was formed to look into complaints against the 
GSIS), current and former employees of the 
GSIS itself, retirees (both here and abroad), 
Teachers associations (teachers represent the 
largest proportion of GSIS members), and other 
government employees. 

А second notable feature is that the GSIS 
eCard program is not the only target of criti- 
cism. Other policies and programs implement- 
ed by Garcia's GSIS have been under fire even 
before the eCard scandal broke—in particular, 
its so-called "premium-based" policy and its 
ciaims and loans interdependency program. 
“Erroneous, oppressive and outright ilegal," 
are the words Pedro Penduko (this sounds ike. 
a false name) uses to describe the policies of 
the “present GSIS dispensation.” 

‘Then there is Conchita C. Confesor who says 
that if GSIS members “are experiencing hell” 
doing business with the GSIS, itis "sobra pa sa. 
sampung impierno” (worse than 10 hells) for 
GSIS employees themselves who are retiring. 
She cites her own experience asa case in point. 
‘And it truly sounds hellish: she starts with her 
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application for retirement on May 25 of this 
year (effective July 15); she has to gather a to- 
tal of 76 signatures for this process, which 
takes her up to July 31; and when she then 
sends it to Garcia's office for approval, it lan- 
guishes for more than а month before it is ap- 
proved (which makes Garcia guilty of sabotage 
and subject to administrative charges, accord- 
ing to his own pronouncement, she points out, 
because he said that all claims must be acted 
оп within 10 days). To add insult to injury she 
is then blamed for her late submission of pa- 
persto he provident fund, although it was not 
her fault—the delay was in Garcia's office. She. 
also says that some GSIS employees from 
Tacloban City who retired in October 2006 and 
January 2007 have not yet (as of Oct. 3, when 
she sent me the e-mail) been fully paid their re- 
tirement benefits 

There is also Raul Nazareno, a CPA and the 
municipal accountant of Hinatuan, Surigao del 
Sur, who asks me to conduct a survey to find 
out how many GSIS members did not receive 
their dividends last December (2006). He ap- 
parently has not received his, and knows oth- 
ers who haven't—and while the individual 
amounts are small, the total involved may be a 
"huge sum of money" There seems to be а in- 
nate distrust of the GSIS. 

‘But the harshest criticism, and as telling as 
the findings of the COA Special Audit Team 
headed by Leonor Boado (who has been sued 
by the GSIS and “reassigned” by her COA supe- 
riors for her efforts), comes from Civil Service 
chair David. Way back in 2004, she wrote то 


GSIS president Garcia, objecting to his (newly 
introduced) policy which bases the (тепе 
ment) benefits to be received by GSIS mem: 
bers no longer on the number of years they 
served in government but on the number of 
years that their premiums were paid to the 
GSIS. As a result, government workers who 
had been working for 30 years suddenly found 
themselves with even less than the minimum 
15 “creditable” years necessary for retirement 
with the benefits vastly reduced. 

Davids letter, dated May 2004, pulls nc

‘While David notes that the intentions o! the 
GSIS in adopting the policy—to sustain its 
tuarial soundness, to simplify the process ot es 
tablishing the members creditable service, 
and to establish the correct premium collec 
tions—ere valid, she points out that it should 
act “within the bounds of the law and balance 
its corporate interests with the welfare and in 
terests of Из members.” She also points out 
that “from all indications" the fault lies with 
negligent employer agencies who either failed 
to remit the premiums, or who may have even 
failed to deduce chem in the first place—as well 
as the GSIS itself, which neglected to run alter 
these errant employer-agencies. And yet. the 
ones left holding the bag are the helpless em 
ployees. 

‘Unfortunately the situation so far remains 
uncorrected. The policy not only remains. i 
has been followed by the infamous eCard i» 
co. Garcia is firmly in the saddle—incorrigible 
unrepentant. And seemingly supported by 
President Macapagal-Arroyo,

roads, full use of Roll-On Roll-O/f ports, more 
Barangay Food Terminals and Tindahan Natin 
stores and stronger school feeding programs. 

"The group also has demand-side programs, in- 
cluding: increasing the income of the poor 
through micro-financing, job creation, livelihood 
training, developing “value-adding” products like 
coconut coir and virgin coconut oll; 
nutrition through social marketing 
seminars; and “managing the population” 
through responsible parenthood. 

"The item said that the agriculture secretary re- 
ported finishing 3,000 kilometers of new and ren- 
vated farm-to-market roads, and that the coun- 
try already has over 7,700 Tindahan Natin stores 
and will have 8,000 stores by year’s end.

Throwing money at hunger 


Selective statistics. The item said that the di- 
rector of the Presidential Management Staff wel- 
comed the latest SWS poverty report, which al- 
legedly “showed that more people have benefited 
from the country's economic gains.” This presum- 
ably refers to the SWS report of Nov. 5, 2007, en- 
titled "5296 of families rate selves as poor, 43% as 
food poo based оп the September 2007 Social 
Weather Survey. 

‘Of course, the real reason for the to-do about 
hunger is the alarming SWS report of Oct. 1, 
2007, "Hunger rises to new record-high of 21.5%; 
moderate is 17.4%; severe is 4.1%," also as of 
Seprember2007. Gin adt 

Hunger and poverty are ted, but are 
mot identical. It can happen—indeed, the SWS 
surveys show that it is actually happening 
пом that the head-count, of the poor (mahirap) 
are stable, or even falling, while at the same time 
the numbers of the hungry (gutom) are rising. 

"Theory versus practice. The list of supply-side 

xograms and demand-side programs seem sensi- 
[еп theony but do they work in practice? 1t is 
possible to know how effective any particular 
program is in fighting hunger only by making the 
effort to obtain, and then to study, data about 
hunger in conjunction with data about the pro- 
gram. (Tomy knowledge, the only agency that ac- 
tually ever does this is the DOH, which oversees 
the National Nutrition Council.) 

For example, the SWS national survey of June 
2006 looked into the public's interface with the 
Tindahan Natin convenience stores and with the 
government's school-feeding program, in order 
fo assess the connection with hunger. At that 


time, hunger was already a serious 13.9 percent. 

Tindahan Natin. In June 2006, 40 percent of 
household heads, nationwide, knew about the 
govemments Tindahin Natin (TN) stores, but 
gal 6 perene said беге wasa TN murine 

lity, and only 3.0 percent had actually bought. 
something from it. This means that, out of 17.3 
million households in the country, 1.1 million 
һай access to a TN store, and about 500,000 
households had actually used it. 

Among those who used a TN store, overall 
hunger was 12.1 percent, which was below the 
185 percent among those who did nor use i 
though it was available, as well as the 12.7 per- 
cent among those who knew of it but had none to 
30 to, and the 14.4 percent among those who 
never heard of a TN store at all. 

School feeding. In June 2006, when SWS did 
the survey, it was informed that school feeding 
was available only to children in public schools at 
the levels of day-care and Grade 1. The survey es- 
timated that 3.65 million households (21 percent 
of the national total) had children qualified for 
school However, of those entitled, only 
the children of some 360,000 households actual- 
ly got free rice in school. 

‘Among households whose children got free 
rice, hunger was 8.7 percent, or below the 14.0 
percent among those whose children were enti- 
Чей but did not get any. Hunger among those 
‘without children entitled to school feeding was 
also 14.0 percent. 

‘These survey results suggest that TN stores 
and school feeding reduced hunger to a certain 
extent. Was it lose to what these ex 
pected? Were the costs reasonable? How much 
are TN stores and schoo! feeding now likely to ac- 
complish with the funds newly alloted to them? 

Without data, government programs are only 
stumbling in the dark, and the money thrown at 
hunger will only hit its target by accident!

The ‘Quality Education Challenge’ 


‘THE NO CHILD LEFT BEHIND ACT (NCLB)— 
passed by the US Congress in 2001 and signed in- 
to law a year later—holds American public 
schools accountable for their students’ test scores 
vis-a-vis standards set by the individual states. Te 
further provides that every student must show 
proficiency in those subjects by 2014. 

New York Times columnist Sam Dillon de- 
scribes the NCLB as "President George W. Bush's 
signature domestic achievement and the most 
important statement of federal policy fon public 
education].” 

‘The law calls for every student to be proficient 
in English and Math by 2014. Annual tests are ad- 
ministered at Grades 3 through 8 to see whether 
schools are making “adequate yearly progress” 
(AYP) toward that goal. Schools that fail to make 
AYP are meted out penalties that range from pro- 
viding tutoring to students to outright closure. 

Certainly the NCLB has its flaws and probably 
more than its fair share of detractors. Online de- 
bates on the matter point to “a primary criticism. 
that the NCLB could reduce effective instruction 
and student learning because it may cause states 
to lower achievement goals and motivate teach- 
ersto'to teach tothe test " 

However, there are lessons that we can draw 
fromit. 

First, the NCLB is a good example of political 
will, as it was enacted to directly address the learn- 
ing crisis in American public schools. Second, the 
NCLB squarely affirms that quality public educa- 
tionis the governments primary responsibility, but 
one that must be shared by all constituencies. 

Former Education Secretary Edilberto de Je- 
sus—a founding trustee of the Foundation for 
Worldwide People Power—said as much for 
Philippine public education when he commented 
that Education] is too big to be left to govern- 
ment alone. We all have to help.” 

As he and the rest of the FWWPP saw it when 
we launched the Education Revolution in 2002,

"Today at long last and amid other equally vital 
national issues, the need for education reform has 
finally managed to inch its way into the forefront of 
public awareness. Indeed, the Governance of Basic. 
Education Act of 2001 and the Adopt-A-School Law 
of 1998 are two key pieces of legislation that have 
set the tone for broader community involvement in 
ош drive toward quality education.

Functionally 
illiterate second year high school students actual 
ly exist.

fequate—and sometimes antiquated—teaching 
aids, and a salary that barely enables one to keep 
body and soul together are just зоте examples. 

The quintessential teacher, Dr. Onofre 
Pagsanghan, once said that teaching is the only 
profession he knows where "so much is asked and 
зо lite is given.” Be that as it may, such is the 
price you pay for the life you choose. On the other 
hand, if there is anything our teachers have 
taught us, it is that Excellence is its own Reward.

“Nobody would touch that case so they kept 
оп unloading the case. It was a hot potato,” he 
recalled. 

Many years later, Puno penned the ruling 
that affirmed the legitimacy of President 
Macapagal-Arroyo's assumption of office after 
depasi President Joseph Estrada’ "con- 
structive resignation” in 2001. 

‘Puno also struck down the oil deregulation 
law, the interests of a powerful oil 
cartel. His decision prompted Congress to pass 
another such law, but without the provisions 
he had nullified, 

"These are big cases, controversial cases. 
You step on the toes of big people, big vested 
interests. So I guess I've grown comfortable

Senate President Manuel Villar said 
Malacafiang stood to lose before public 
opinion if it did not allow its officials to at- 
tend the Senate investigation.

ARY ANN LANGREO AND MARY 
‘Ann Labinghisa were both excit- 
ed to go back to school after their 


semestral break on Monday. 

The bubbly 13-year-olds had prepared 
their notebooks and books two days before 
classes would resume. They had also ironed 
their uniforms and readied their class pro- 
jects for submission. 

‘They never went to school again. 

Their classmates saw only their remains 
in white wooden coffins at Crisme Funeral 
Homes in Balasan town, 128 kilometers 
northeast of Iloilo City 

The two Mary Anns were among six girls, 
aged 13 to 17 years, who drowned during a 
victory party of Sangguniang Kabataan 
(SK) candidates on Nov. 4 at Buendia Beach 
Resort in Barangay Barosbos in the neigh- 
boring town of Carles. 

Labinghisa had won as SK councilor, and 
two other officers—Eden Aglinao, 16, and 
Lovelyn Bullos, 17, also died. The rest of 
the dead were Rizza Arenajo, 16, and her 
sister Cielo, 14; and Mary Ann Langreo, 13. 

‘SK Chair Annie Mae Langreo, 16, and 
Councilor Jeanette Salvador, 16, and Rhee 
Ann Salle, 14, survived. 

‘The victims, all students of the Balasan 
National High School, came from the farm- 
ing village of Malapok, around 1.5 km from 
the Balasan town proper. 

‘The tragedy has shaken the quiet village 
of around 300 people, mostly relatives, and 
many town residents. 

"This is the worst accident that we had as 
faras lean remember,” said Mayor Filomeno 
Ganzon, who was himself at the party and

had lunch with about 100 villagers, their 
leaders and families of the victims. He had 
gone home ahead of the group without 
swimming because it was still low tide. 

Annie Mae remembered the party as a 
boisterous feast—dancing, drinking, games 
and videoke-singing. 

The SK council had planned the getaway 
to celebrate its win in the Oct. 29 elections, 
she said. Almost the whole village came on 
board two Isuzu Elf trucks. 


Shrieks of grief 

But no one had expected that the laugh- 
ter and clapping would turn'into shrieks of. 
grief a few hours later 

Annie Mae said 18 of them—nine girls 
and nine boys—had ventured farther away 
from the shore because the water had reced- 
ed. They settled at Bugtong Bato, a large 
rock formation accessible only at low tide. 

All the girls did not know how to swim so 
they started to go back to the shore after 


- fishermen warned them of rising waters. 


‘Tragedy struck while they were on their 
way back. 
“Suddenly, we felt like we were stepping 
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оп mud and before we knew it, the water was 
already over our heads,” said Annie Мае. 

The girls tried to cling to the boys who 
knew how to swim, but they were also try- 
ing to save their own lives. 

Fear gripped Annie Mae when she saw 
her cousin Rizza floating face down. 

“I was afraid that I would also not make 
it," she said. “I kept on bobbing and kicking 
Just to gasp for air every time I surfaced un- 
til somebody pulled me ashore.” 

By this time, their families and compan- 
ions were already trying to save as many as 
they can. It was гоо late. 

Five bodies were retrieved by late after- 
noon. The remains of Lovelyn Bullos was 
found early the next day. 

Mayor Ganzon said the municipal offi- 
cials would provide financial assistance to 
the families of the victims, including cover- 
ing funeral costs. "Nobody wanted this to 
happen," he said. 

The tragedy has also raised calls to en- 
sure safety at beach resorts 

Carles Vice Mayor Rodolfo Dumayas Jr said 
the municipal council planned to pass an ordi-

Disbelief 

At the funeral parlor, the families of the 
victims were still in disbelief 

"They were very бозе to me and Thad de- 
pended on them with the household chores?” 
said Conchita Arenajo, 54, mother of Rizza and 
Сео. Both had promised her that they would 
‘work after graduation to help their parents. 

‘Annie Mae said her sister, Mary Ann, had 
high scores in class and wanted to become a 
teacher. She loved to watch TV especially 
cartoon shows and was a fan of teenage star 
Kim Chiu. 

"She wanted me to buy her nice clothes 
but she would understand if tell her that we. 
could not afford it. It hurts me that she died 
without getting the things that she asked 
from me,” said her mother Violeta, 45. 

Friends and classmates of Mary Ann 
Labinghisa remembered her as a quiet and 
good-natured girl 

"She could easily make friends with any- 
опе because she smiles a lot,” said her 
friend Irene Francelisa. 

Mary Ann was close to her father Saldy, 
she being the only girl among five children. 

“The last time we talked she told me she 
wanted to take a computer course in col- 
lege. I did not know that was our last time 
together,” said Saldy. 

Vicente Aglinao, 42, said his daughter 
Eden wanted to finish a two-year mid- 
wifery course so she could help her parents, 
both farmers. 

"T work hard so that my children would 
have something to eat and get a better chance 
in life than what we had,” said Vicente. “In just 
a wink ofan eye, she was taken away”

At least 95 percent of coral reef areas in 
the Philippines are damaged or threatened 
and only a third of the 450,000 hectares of 
mangroves recorded in 1918 have re- 
mained, the MSN reported. 

Half of the sea grasses are gone and fish 
catch has declined by as much as 90 percent 
in some fishing communities, it said. 

Funding from the government, private 


® sector and donor organizations is critical to 


sustain rehabilitation and conservation ef- 
forts, said Angel Alcala, a former environ- 
ment secretary and now head of the Sili- 
man University Angel King Center for Re- 
search and Environmental Management.

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pine mother tongue is studied 
with intense focus, attracting 
more students than any other 
Southeast Asian language 
course on offer. 

For eight years now, Tagalog 
courses have been offered at the 
University of Washington 
(UW), revived after a long ab- 
sence because of the demand of 
the Filipino community here. 
Filipino language classes are 
taught at the university's De- 
partment of American Ethnic 
Studies. 


Most attended 

While they have yet to be- 
come а permanent feature of 
the university curriculum, the 
‘Tagalog courses are now the 
most well-attended Southeast 
Asian language classes at the 
university, attracting more en- 
rollees than Vietnamese, Thai, 
Indonesian and Burmese lan- 
guage courses. 

‘Taught at three levels to suita 
range of language competen- 
cies, the Tagalog courses cur-

rently have 60 enrollees: 40 at- 
tend the elementary course, 15 
are in the intermediate class, 
and five in the advanced class. 

“T think this is a good indica- 
tion that more and more stu- 
dents are becoming interested 
in learning about the Philip- 
pines. I have at least five stu- 
dents in both my advanced and 
intermediate [classes] who are 
interested in pursuing their 
Ph.D. field studies in the Philip- 
pines,” said Jiedson Domigpe, 
the UW's only Filipino language 
instructor.

Cops to look into possible links to Cavite explosion

MANILA POLICEMEN FOUND AT AROUND 7:30 
a.m. yesterday explosives capable of destroying a 


20-story building. 


Chief Supt. Roberto Rosales, 
Manila Police District director, 
said his men discovered two 
boxes containing 150 pieces of 
dynamite sticks and several 
time-fuse and blasting caps on 
A. Lacson Street between Dapi- 
tan and Laon Laan Streets, near 
a dormitory in Sampaloc. 

Each dynamite stick had a 
yield equivalent to one hand 
grenade, Rosales said. 

“But if theyre bundled to- 
gether, the yield doubles. So, all 


in all, the 150 sticks have a yield 
of 300 hand grenades, enough 
to destroy a 20-story building,” 
Rosales told the INguIRER. 

Prior to the discovery of the 
explosives, a desk officer at the 
University Belt Area Police 
Community Precinct received a 
call that two boxes were left by 
an old woman near the Holy 
Family Dormitory along Laong 
Laan St. 

Members of the MPD Explo- 
sives and Ordnance Division, 


along with K9 units, immediate- 
ly secured the area. “Consider- 
ing the weight of the boxes, Im 
sure she (the old woman) was 
not alone,” Rosales said. The 
area where the explosives were 
found could only be a drop off 
point, he added. “It’s possible 
that somebody else was sup- 
posed to pick up the boxes." 

Rosales said whoever left the 
dynamites did not intend to ex- 
plode them. “The explosives 
Were not armed, meaning they 
меге unassembled, at the time 
ofthe discovery.” 

He said the dynamites were 
commercially available and 
used for quarrying and mining.

Navotas confiscates 2,000 kilos 
of illegally caught fish

SOME 2,000 KILOS OR 103 
boxes of illegally caught fish 
were confiscated yesterday at 
the Navotas City Fish Port. 

Mayor Toby Tiangco said 
two consignees or fish broker 
stores found to be openly sell- 
ing illegally caught fish were 
also closed on Thursday fol- 
lowing a surprise inspection at 
Market 3 of the complex. 

“This is a strong warning to 
those engaged in illegal fish- 
ing activities. Either you stop 
now or we will go after you. 
No one is exempted from the 
law" Tiangco said. 

He said the local govern- 
ment would reactivate its 
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‘campaign for the protection of 
the coastal town’s marine re- 
sources and environment. 

‘The raid, Tiangco said, was 
also a warning to fishermen 
using illegal means to stop. 

Не said that while local gov- 
emments effort to stop ilegal 
fishing were occasionally de- 
railed by ineffective fisheries 
Jaws, “no one is above the law. 
There's always a way to get them 
(violators) if they commited an 
ilegal acc" 

Tiangco, with representa- 
tives of the City Agriculture 
and Police departments, in- 
spected the fish port to show 
that the local government was 
serious in its campaign 
against dynamite fishing. 
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Based ой a report of Joebe 
Gonzales, city agriculture offi- 
cer, 1,854 kilos of assorted fish 
were seized from Eddie K and 
Nene Scorpio stores. 

“we will not hesitate to 
close down any establishment 
selling illegally caught marine 
products,” said Tiangco. 

Не added that the seized fish 
was given to various jails in the 
cities of Navotas, Malabon and 
Caloocan, through the non-gov- 
emment organization Fisher 
Folk Action Center.

Low nicotine boosts 


psychiatrists say

smoking а low tar, 
low nicotine stick and 


think you're better off with 
it. Here's bad news for you. 
This would only double, 
even triple your use. 

This was what psychiatrists re- 
vealed during a Nov. 6 media health 
forum with the Group for Addiction 
Psychiatry of the Philippines. 

"When they started out with fad 
diets such as low sugar, low fat in the. 
United States, you know what the 
statistics were. Obesity in America 
doubled. The same trend will happen. 
‘when you shift to low tar, low nico- 
tine cigarette. You will only just use 
them twice,” said Dr. Edgardo Juan L- 
‘Tolentino, president of GAPR during 
the Philippine College of Physicians- 
Zuellig Foundation health forum. 

Dr. Benita Sta. Ana-Ponio, one of 
 GAPP's advisers, also said the poorest. 
households spend more on tobacco 
than on clothing, food and other ba- 
sic necessities. 

‘One in five students smokes, and 
тоге than half ofthese have parents 
who smoke, she added. 

Ponio said scare tactics and promi- 
ment warnings on the dangers of 


‘smoking have had no effect on smok- 
ers, who tend to ignore them. 


Dangers of smoking 

Stil, psychiatrists at the forum cit- 
ed the dangers of smoking. Out ofthe 
10 leading causes of death in the 
country, five are smoking related, 
they said. 

One stick contains about 60 car- 
inogens. Tobacco smoke contains 
‘over 400 toxic chemicals or poisons. 
‘The three most notorious ones—tar, 
carbon monoxide and nico- 
tine—surge into the body with each 
puff, wreaking havoc on the user's 
health (and even more so for those 
who inhale the second-hand smoke). 

Major health problems that would 
eventually hit smokers include heart 
attacks (coronary thrombosis or my- 
‘cardial infarction), angina, harden- 
ing of the arteries, impotence, stroke, 
kidney trouble, high blood pressure 
and lung cancer (for smokers and 
secondhand smokers) 

Other diseases would be cancers of 
the mouth, throat and tongue; cervi- 
cal cancer, the “smoker's lung” (ong- 
term inflammation of the air pas- 
sages); and chronic obstructive pul- 
monary disease (obstructive airways 
disease as well as ulcers and indiges- 
Чоп). 


Immediate positive effects 

Quitting smoking altogether offers 
immediate positive effects, according 
to psychiatrists. Circulation improves 
soon after quitting the habit. Blood 
pressure would most likely return to 
normal. Senses of smell and taste re- 
tum, and breathing starts to become 
easier 

In the long term, giving up tobacco 
makes one live longer. The risk of get- 
ting cancer decreases with each year 
one stays smoke-free.

Ultrasound can be used 
to see the heart 


ECHOCARDIOGRAPHY IS ONE OF THE 
most widely used procedures for diagnos- 
ing heart disorders because it is noninva- 
sive, safe, relatively inexpensive, widely 
available, and provides excellent images of 
the heart 

Echocardiography is a diagnostic proce- 
dure that uses high-frequency ultrasound 
‘waves, similar to those used to take sono- 
grams of a fetus, that are bounced off the 
heart to produce a moving image of this vi- 
tal organ, explained Dr. Greg Rogelio, chief 
of the Diagnostics and Instrumentation Di- 
vision of St. Luke's Heart Institute. 

The ultrasound waves are emitted by a 
handheld probe called a transducer. The 
doctor places gel on the chest and moves 
the transducer over the area of the heart аз 
a computer analyzes the rebounding waves 
to create images of the heart displayed ona 
monitor. 


Accurate picture 

By varying the placement and angle of 
the transducer, doctors can view the heart 
and nearby major blood vessels from vari- 
ous angles and thus get an accurate picture 
of heart structure and function, Rogelio 
said. 

Dr. Marietta Crisostomo, head of the 
Echocardiography Department, pointed 
‘out that, the advent of 3D echocardiogra- 
phy technology allows a more accurate, 
fast, easy and measurable assessment of the 
different structures of the heart that re- 
duces the guesswork from interpreting im- 

les that are produced by other technolo- 
gies. 

Both Rogelio and Crisostomo have 
trained under Dr. Natesa Pandian in the 


Cardiovascular Imaging and Hemodynam- 
ic Laboratory of Tufts New England Medi- 
cal Center in Boston, Massachusetts to fur- 
ther their expertise in 3D echocardiogra- 
phy. 


High-definition imaging 

St. Luke's Medical Center is the only hos- 
pital in the Philippines that performs 3D 
echocardiography using the Philips iE33 
Echocardiography System, a new genera- 
tion of cardiac ultrasound equipment that 
uses high-definition imaging that allows 
physicians to diagnose heart disease and 
provides data analysis tools that help doc- 
tors make treatment decisions and monitor 
their success.

QRIO and the children 


ROBOTS ARE SUPPOSED TO MAKE HU- 
man life easier, if you believe the claims of 
couples who say self-propelled vacuums 
like the Roomba saved their marriages. But 
the trust that comes with using a disc- 
shaped cleaning machine is vastly different 
from having a robot housekeeper like The 
Jetsons’ Rosie from the cartoons of the 
1960s and is hampered by the absence of 
social interaction. 

Part of the problem is the alien appear- 
ance, Rosie had an apron, but was still gray 
metal and moved around on a wheel. To- 
day's humanoid robots like the Sony ОКО 
and Honda Asimo may be able to mimic hu- 
тап movements, but don't have recogniz- 
able faces. And those features do matter; 
consider how you feel after you see the 
back of a cheerful new VW bug or the flirty 
rear of a Hyundai Elantra compared to star-

QRIO 

Ifyou haven't seen QRIO before, you can 
find videos of the two-foot high robot 
Goreakodancing with others of its kind and 
етеп occasionally with а couple of humans. 
Introduced in 2003, QRIO came on the 
heels of Aibo, the robot dog that was briefly 
the most popular pet in Japan, and Honda's 
four-foot high, stair-climbing, soccer-play- 
ing robot Asimo. 

With help from Tanaka as human opera- 
tor, QRIO played with the toddlers during 
several classroom sessions for five months 
in 2005. At first the children seemed hesi- 


tant around the slightly smaller mobile fig- 
ure who just didn't look like them. It didn't. 
help that the robot seemed to pay no atten- 
tion to them either until the researchers 
programmed QRIO to giggle whenever its 
head was patted. By responding to their be- 
havior, the children renewed their interest 
in the very expensive toy. 


Gauge of success 

The ultimate gauge of success for this ex- 
periment however, was how often the chil- 
Gren touched QRIO. When the robot was 
first introduced, the researchers also placed 
a stuffed teddy bear and an inanimate doll 
Tesembling QRIO but called Robby in the 
тоот. Ас first the children would only hug 
the stuffed toy, but as time went on, they 
started hugging first Robby (it was lighter 
than the other robot) and then QRIO more 
often ший finally, as the researchers said, 
“dhe most huggable toy, the teddy bear, was 
never hugged.” 

Perhaps the most striking demonstration 
of how much the children had come to ac- 
cept the robot occurred whenever QRIO's 
batteries ran down at the end of each ses- 
sion. Programmed to lie down and assume 
a sleeping pose, the children, once they got 
over QRÍOS strangeness, would cover it 
with blanket and even wish i a good 
night. 

So what changed? Tanaka et al. say the 
human operator overseeing QRIO's behav- 
ior isnt the true cause of success. While 
teachers told students to handle the pricey 
playmate with care, and the robot could in- 
Teract with the children, it was the sense of 
being physically connected by touch that 
seems to have made the difference. 

Tanaka et al are now developing au- 
tonomous robots that can interact longer 
with the children. This might well be the 
Start to establishing good robot-human re- 
lations at the right generational level.

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HEARING AIDS ARE А 
blessing for many people 
with hearing impairment.

Hearing aids work only for

Beware of the early morning blood pressure surge

HYPERTENSIVE PATIENTS FREQUENT- 
Jy ask their doctors when is the best ime 
to take their antihypertensive medica- 
tions. And my frequent answer to those 
who ask me is that it should be ideally 
taken early in the morning upon waking 
up anytime after 4 am., definitely be- 
fore breakfast, even on an empty stom- 
ach. I encourage them to do so even if 
they just wake up to go to the bathroom 
and go back to sleep again. 

“The usual time many hypertensive 
patients take their blood pressure pills 
{5 after breakfast and even my col 
leagues try to convince me that this is 
the most practical time to take ones 
medicines. But Lam not convinced. For 
me,this might be a little too late al- 
ready and may expose them to an 
avoidable risk What even makes it 


worse is when one exercises upon wak- 
ing up—a healthy thing to do but not 
before one has taken one's BP-control- 
ling pills. 


Circadian rhythm 

Blood pressure and 
heart rate follow a very consistent pat- 
tern medical scientists label as the cir- 
сабап pattern. The circadian rhythm 
is a 24hour cycle that affects our 
sleep/wake patterns and our body's 
normal processes. 

‘Hormones such as adrenaline and no- 
radrenaline are released in the morning, 
‘which jumpstart us with a boost of ener- 
Sy. However, this also causes a sudden 
Surge of the blood pressure, which to hy- 
pertensive patients may be a bit scary if 
Uncontrolled. This phenomenon is usu- 
ally seen between 5 a.m. and later in the 
moming. 


MEDICAL FILES 


This is the reason many cases of 
strokes, heart attacks and even sudden 
death occur early in the morning, espe- 

cially during the first 
four hours after 
waking up. 

If one waits for 
breakfast, say at 7 or 8 a.m. before one 
takes his BP pills, then he is unduly ex- 
posing himself for several hours every 
moming to the risk of falling victims to 
this early morning surge of the blood 


essure. 

То neutralize this early moming 
surge of the BR some take their antiby- 
perreasive pilis at bedtime, which at 

irst blush seems to be a logical thing to 
do. However, the circadian pattern is 
Such that our BP drops to low levels 
When we sleep from midnight to early 
morning hours when it surges. 

“Taking one's medication at bedtime 


may unduly bring down the BP to pre- 
cariously low levels which can also ex- 
pose one to some cardiovascular risk. 
Several studies including a few in old- 
ег Japanese patients suggest that ex- 
cessive reduction of the BP during 
sleep may result in a higher incidence 
of stroke. 

The circadian variation in the BP isa 
big challenge to physicians and also to 
the pharmaceutical industry. Antihy- 

rensive medications must ideally 
attenuate the steep increases in BP and 
HR in the early morning period but not 
excessively decrease BP during sleep. 
When a doctor decides on which anti- 
hypertensive drug to prescribe, this is 
‘one factor he should consider. 


Check their BP 
Even in patients with seemingly 
well-controlled blood pressure when 


they check it later during the day, 
half of them still have high morning 
blood pressure. It is important that 
hypertensive patients check their BP 
also about half an hour upon waking 


up. 

‘With so many available digital BP 
devices in the market, this should not 
be a difficult thing to до. One must 
make sure though that he gets BP de- 
‘Vices which are validated by reputable 
medical organizations. 

So for hypertensive patients, make 
sure you don't fall victim to the early 
morning BP surge. Antihypertensive 
pills must also be taken early enough. 
Making that small bit of an effort to 
remember taking one’s pills immedi- 
ately upon waking up anytime after 4 
a.m. may go a long way in keeping 
one away from a stroke, heart attack 
or sudden death,

Last Monday Trade Secretary Peter B. Pavi- 
Ja said he remained confident that the Senate 
would ratify the Jpepa as its economic bene- 
fits have been “well amplified and clarified" 
and that the remaining challenge was on 
constitutional issues. 

"We have prepared our memoranda and 
forwarded these to Sen. Miriam Defensor-

read some articles in the media from Fr 
Joaquin Bemas, Chief Justice Artemio Pan- 
ganiban and even economist Solita Monsod.” 

The Jpepa came under fire last month 
when legal experts such as former Supreme 
Court Associate Justice Florentino Feli- 
ciano gave out statements that the agree- 
ment violated constitutional safeguards on.

Eampbell’s cans, and colorized 
portraits of celebrities like Mari- 
{уп Monroe, Warhol became the 
White-wigged prince of pop art 
in the 1960s, The son of conser- 
vative Czech immigrants, 
Warhol became hugely success- 
fal in the intertwined worlds of 
ar and advertising. 
“In his silver-walled New York 
Studio, The Factory, the celebrity- 
‘Obsessed aesthete immortalized 
Grants and tycoons, rock stars 


and screen sirens, designers and 
drag queens, and more than a 
few freaks with his iconic por- 
traits. 

Though he was crucified by 
the critics of his generation, 
Warhol is now an auction house 
favorite, and the world's sec- 
ond-highest-grossing artist af- 
ter Pablo Picasso. New-mon- 
eyed Russian oligarchs and oil- 
rich Arab sheikhs have already 
hoarded entire collections of his 
work, reportedly for princely 
sums amounting to over $1 bil- 
lion. (Not bad for someone who 
had an army of assistants to 
mass-produce “authentic” re- 
productions of his works.) 


Disbelief and detachment 
Echoing his morbid fascina- 
Чоп with personal tragedy and 
death, the 20 selected prints on 
display at “Disaster Relics” ex- 
pressed his lifelong interest in 
the human capacity to turn aw- 
ful events ino a source of 
voyeuristic pleasure, mixing 
disbelief and detachment. 
Created between 1963 and 
1964, the images form a series 
of silk screen prints that repro- 
‘duce newspaper photographs of 
car crashes, airplane accidents, 
and suicides. (He also address- 
es political issues ofthe '60s, in 
cluding the US race riots and 
the highly publicized assassina- 
tion of John F Kennedy)

fear of hospitals and doctors.

Impersonal art 

‘According to The Prague Post, 
“Disaster Relics” was one of the 
most crowded exhibits the city 
has wimessed in a long time.

In an interview with BBC in 
1981, Warhol was asked if his 
often-expressed desire to be- 
come a machine had any truth 
to it. His answer was a resolute 
"yes." All he wanted to do, he 
told the reporter, was to chum 
ош as many pictures as possi- 
ble, a thousand or more a дау. 
His greatest pleasure was to “do 
the same thing over and over 
again,” be ita can of soup ога 
colorized portrait. 

During the time, such state- 
ments from the Prince of Pop 
had become as proverbial as his 
prophetic claim about 15 min- 
мшез of fame. They stood for the 
ethos of the.so-called Warhol 
Factory: where mechanical re- 
production was preferred to in- 
dividual gesture, where com- 


mercial advertisements were as 
worthy as serious paintings, 
and where art was created to 
simply “facilitate an emptying 
of oneself of all thought and 
feeling. 


Man of his moment 

"Was Warhol a cynic perpetuat- 
ing a persona that had earned 
him fame and fortune since the 
"60s? Or was he betraying an un- 
speakable trauma when he ob- 
served that his highest goal in life 
was to just “get by”? His death 
during minor surgery in 1987 on- 
ly added to his perplexing iden 
ty. Many saw this medical acci- 
dent as an appropriately bizarre; 
conclusion to his Ше. 

Those who reviled Warhol's 
naked commercialism hoped 
that his physical demise would 
also mark the beginning of his 
critical decline. Yet there were 
also those who saw him as the 
quintessential man of his mo- 
ment, whose brand of Pop Art 
had a value that had yet to be 
recognized. s 

Perhaps the same can be said, 
of most trailblazing artists; 
whose seemingly offbeat conuri- 
butions were only regarded as 
masterpieces years after their 
death. Warhol may have been 
om a generation too late to be 
buried at the hallowed grounds 
of Vysehrad, but he definitely 
deserves a spot under the watch- 
ful gaze of the winged Genius. 
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Caravaggio may have died as a persecuted outlaw, 


hut the legacy of his art continues to remind

ONG BEFORE MUSEUM. WALLS BE- 

came a place of prominence, or the 

space of a white cube consecrated as a 
hallowed territory, many forget that the 
highest forms of art have the humblest be- 
ginnings. 

Artists sold art as a means to live, then 
perhaps to gain a bit of fame along the 
‘way. Formal art schools were reserved for 
wealthier, more genteel artists. Renais- 
sance writer Giorgio Vasari once said that 
a true artist should be impeccably 
dressed, as painting with oil was а deli- 
cate task, where one painted with poise, 
grace and cleanliness. 

However, not all artists had the same 
récious start to their careers, Let us con- 
sider Caravaggio. Ask any one who has 
mildly paid attention to art history class- 
es and they will almost mouth off that 
Caravaggio was the master of 
chiaroscuro, 

Poor Caravaggio's fame came 300 years af- 
tër his death, In his life, Caravaggio spent his 
Кее time painting, using real models from 
the street and painting scenes from everyday 
life. He spent his not-so-free time repeatedly 
being arrested and imprisoned. He confessed 
to the murder of an opponent їп tennis, 
whom he had accused of cheating, and was 
placed in jail (for what we would term these. 
days as pedophilia) and eventually died a 
persecuted outlaw.

TWO MORE ENVIRONMENTAL GROUPS 
have joined the mounting clamor to stop 
the planned dumping of urea in Philippine 
‘waters, in a bid to mitigate the effects of cli- 
mate change. 

‘The Southeast Asia Regional Initiatives for 
‘Community Empowerment (Searice) and the 
X World Wide Fund for Nature (WWF) yester- 

day urged the government to withhold ap- 
proval on the Ocean Nourishment project of 
Austaliabased Ocean Nourishment Corp. 
(ONO). 

The Australian company has proposed con- 
ducting a large-scale field experiment on its 
Patented urea fertilization technology in the 

*. SuluSea. 
* "he project is being eyed as an answer to 
climate change. 

According to Searice, the project would in- 
volve the dumping of urea granules into the 
‘ocean to stimulate the growth of phytoplank- 
ton, which would eventually remove carbon, 
dioxide from the atmosphere. 

"There are serious concems on the scientif- 
ic basis of ocean fertilization technology, 

/ whether involving nitrogen (urea), iron or 
other large-scale addition of nutrients,” 
Searice said in a petition. 

Urea is an organic compound derived from 
ammonia (NH) and carbon dioxide (СО). 
Theoretically, urea (acting much like fertiliz- 
er) will induce algal blooms. The plankton 
will multiply in the 
nitrogen-enriched 
waters and absorb 
carbon dioxide. 
When they die, the 
plankton will sink to 
the bottom of the sea.

"The potential environmental impact of 
dumping 500 ton of urea into the sea is just 
too great. We should be wary of quick-fix solu- 
tions such as this to mitigate climate change,” 
WWF Asia Pacific energy policy coordinator 
Rafael Senga said in a statement posted on 
the group's website wwwww org ph. 

“This is a huge concer for us ... This will 
surely have damaging environmental impacts 
оп both the Sulu and Celebes seas; said 
WWF's Tawi-Tawi Project manager Filemon 
Romero. 

Romero said that over-fertilization of the 
sea would have on adverse impact on sea- 
weed farms, the main source of livelihood for 
the people, 

“Think about it: Tens of millions of people 
depend on the Sulu Sea for food—you cannot 
just experiment with their lives,” Romero 
said. 

But ONC said it had received the go-signal 
from the Philippine government to release 
500 ton of granulated urea into the Sulu Sea 
to test its new technology for carbon seques-

and saw on the 700 Club a lady who was 
operated on by Operation Smile. She had a 
tumor on her face that was even bigger 
than that of Caparas but she was now smil- 
ing before the cameras. 

"That was the first time that he heard of 
Operation Smile and for the first time also. 
he felt there was a chance for him. 

The nextday, he went to the TV station to 
ask about the program and learned that 
Operation Smile was sending a mission that 
November to operate on people with facial 
deformities 

He patiently waited for November to 
come around only to be rejected by ће doc- 
tors who told him that he would die on the. 
operating table if he pursued the surgery. 
He brushed their warnings aside and wait- 
ей for the next mission in February. 

But when he went to see the Operation 
Smile doctors in February, he was shocked 
to see that there were hundreds of others 
with different deformities—cleft palates 
and tumors on different parts of the 
face—on the queue. 

‘There was no hope that he would get ex- 
amined that day and he went home deject- 
ed. The following year, 1987, he again went. 
to the Operation Smile mission. He was 
down to 99 pounds on a 5'6” frame and still 
carrying a two-pound tumor. 


First in line 

As early as 6 a.m. he was at the Martin de 
Porres Charity Hospital in San Juan be- 
cause he wanted to be first in line and he 
was able get a priority number. 

‘But he was moved to exchange his priori- 
ty number with a much lower one held by a 
nine-year-old girl with a tumor because he 
felt that she was worse off. 

“I really did not think about it. I just 
thought then that maybe she had more of a 
chance of survival than I did, so I gave her 
my number," he said. 

But Caparas did get his chance to be ex- 
amined and he felt instantly at ease when 
the doctor looking him over placed a kind 
hand on his shoulder and asked him for gui- 
tar lessons. He later learned that the plastic 
surgeon examining him was William 
Magee himself. 

“He told me that I was the first priority 
and that I would be sent to the United 
States for the surgery. When he said that, I 
feltlike hugging everybody in the room. Fi- 
nelly, my prayers were answered," he said. 


8 surgeries 

That was the start of a friendship that 
would guide Caparas through the eight 
surgeries in the US from 1987 to 1990 that 
gave him back his face and with it his confi- 
dence and self-esteem. 

He stayed in Norfolk, Virginia for the 
next 17 years with Operation Smile, going 
up the ranks to become head of the speak- 
ere bureau. 

Along the way, he found love, got mar- 
ried and now he has a nine-year-old son 
who only sees his father the way he is today, 
confident and brimming with life. 

"1 до not have the right words to express 
how Operation Smile has changed my life. I 
сап never repay them, especially Bill and 
Kathy Magee,” he said. 


Bread business 

It was with a heavy heart that he decided 
last year to leave Operation Smile and con- 
centrate on running his business, a bakery 
im Virginia Beach called Manila Bread- 
house, that delivers bread to more than sev- 
en stores in the area. 

But that does not mean that he is leaving 
Operation Smile for good. 

He says he will always be a volunteer to 
help spread the gospel of hope preached 
and practiced by Operation Smile. 
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Palace: Enrile not our puppet

MALACANANG YESTERDAY DENIED IT 
was behind Sen. Juan Ponce Enrile's exposé 
on the alleged involvement of Speaker Jose 
de Venecia in the North Luzon Railways 
Corp. (NorthRail) project. 

De Venecia has claimed Enrile’s “exposé” 
was in retaliation for his son's revelations of 
bribery and other anomalies in the National 
Broadband Network (NBN) deal with Chi- 
na's ZTE Corp. 

‘Although an ally of the administration, 
Enrile is "nobody puppet,” according to 
Secretary Cerge Remonde, chief of the 
Presidential Management Staff 

"He is his own man,” Remonde, who be- 
longs to President Macapagal-Arroyo's in- 
ner circle, said in an interview. 

“No one can tell him what to say and not 
say, what to do or what not to do,” he said, 
adding that President Arroyo was пос а 
“puppet master.” 

De Venecia has admitted meeting with 
Enrile about two years ago and telling the 
latter “not to rock the boat” in the $550- 
million NorthRail project. 

He said he had no interest in NorthRail 


other than “to appeal to the Chinese gov- 
ernment to undertake the project." 

‘The Speaker told Enrile that NorthRail 
was “not ZTE,” which was canceled by the 
President on Oct. 2 following the contro- 
versy that erupted around businessman 
Jose Joey” de Venecia II's exposé. 

The Speaker said he believed Enriles 
revelation was connected to the testimony 
of his son, which implicated the Presidents 
husband, Jose Miguel Arroyo, in the al- 
legedly overpriced ZTE deal. 

‘Trying to distance Malacafiang from 
the word war, Remonde said, “I would 
like to repeat and I fairly believe that 
both President Arroyo and Speaker De 
Venecia are conscious of the fact that 
maintaining the ruling coalition is not 
only to their best interest, but most of all 
to the best interest of our country and our 
people.” 

То put an end to talk that the President 
was pulling the strings in this latest political 
drama involving so-called allies of Ms Ar- 
royo herself, Remonde called on Enrile to 
"hold his horses.” 

“Tm not questioning the right of Senator. 
Enrile to raise those questions because that 


is the duty and prerogative of every law- 
maker, especially senators ... but spare 
NorthRail," he said. 

Remonde said the rumor, if unchal- 
Jenged, could only derail the completion of 
the railway project. 

He said NorthRail was a priority of the 
President since it’s “important to our vi- 
sion of having more efficient and effective 
transportation in the country in the fu- 
шге. 

This crucial project should not be 
trapped in the vicious cycle of politics en- 
demic in the country and it must be finished 
before 2010, he said.

Power of water 

AIDFT's ram pump is powered by the wa- 
ters natural current. It automatically push- 
es up а portion of the water flowing 
through it to very high elevations 24 hours 
а day, with hardly any maintenance cost, 
according to Idzenga. 

“Our ram pumps can use the power of 
water lowing in the rivers to lift a small 
fraction of water over 100 meters vertically, 
and sometimes over a kilometer to where it 
is needed," he said. 

Idzenga said the ram pump technology 
was developed 300 years ago. But AIDFI 
has enhanced the technology using cheap 
and locally available materials, such as 
door hinges, to join the pipes that allow the 
transfer of water up to 200 meters, he said. 

The three ram pumps that were installed 
in the Kunduz River Basin from mid- 
September to October will be very helpful 
to farmers of Afghanistan because water is 
extremely scarce in that country, Idzenga 
said. 

"In Afghanistan, most agricultural lands 
are rain-fed and, when not cultivated, look 
like a desert. The soil is still very fertile but 
80 percent of the lands are subject to ero- 
sion—and this is very visible,” Idzenga 
said, 

Only 2 percent of Afghanistan's forest 
cover is left. The water tables are dropping 
fast and many people rely on surface water 
for drinking, he said. 


Pumps as solution 

Per ldzenga's account, Paul Smith, the 
manager of Mercy Corps Catchment Devel- 
opment Program, set up field offices and 
nurseries in Afghanistan and hired Afghan 
engineers and agriculturists. 

He eventually found that while there was 
water in the rivers, there was none on the 
hills that were his target for tree planting. 

In looking for a solution to the problem, 
Smith was drawn to АЕ? ram pump be- 
cause of its durability and the ready avail- 
ability of spare parts іп Afghanistan. 

Other devices could not make the grade 
because they were too expensive, not re- 
pairable locally—or their suppliers did пог 
want to travel to Afghanistan for installa- 
tion and technology transfer. 

A contract was soon signed with AIDFI 
for the installation of three ram pumps and 
the training of Afghan farmers who were to 
use the pumps for irrigating their hills to 
grow nuts as well as fruits such as apricots 
and apples.

dies starkly remind us of. In this case, the behavior of mo- 

torists. 

A near-total absence of road courtesy has long been the 
bane of motorists, commuters and pedestrians alike. And 
the public has constantly bewailed the low quality of driv- 
er education. Likewise, the opportunistic—instead of fair 
and consistent—application of driving laws, invoked for 
the financial benefit of local governments and individual 
policemen and traffic aides, has been a cause of constant 
frustration and the continuing erosion of respect for law 
enforcers. 

As exasperating, if not more, is the fact that the use, or 
abuse, of police power and the selective application of 
regulations start from the top and extend all the way to 
the bottom. All sorts of executive issuances exist limiting 
the use of sirens and police escorts to only a few officials, 
but even those officials entitled to such escorts violate the 
law. How many presidential and Cabinet convoys have 
ме seen that include cars that don't even have license 
plates? How many officials not entitled to escorts do we 
encounter weaving in and out of traffic—or causing traf- 
fic themselves, or engaging in counter-flows—on a daily 
basis? No official could possibly be in such a rush all the 
time, particularly during peak traffic hours when the rest 
of the citizenry patiently endures the congestion of our 
roads. 

‘And when it comes to official plates which, besides be- 
ing a sign of rank, are supposed to have the practical pur- 
pose of informing the public of what officials are up to 
and where they're going, how many vehicles with such 
plates are used by the wives and children of officials, with 
neither the public nor school authorities penalizing such 
abuse? 

The list goes on and on, down to the spotty implemen- 
tation of laws requiring the use of seatbelts and prohibit- 
ing cell phone use while driving, as well as laws on the 
clear marking of license plate numbers on motorcycle 
helmets and anti-smoke belching ordinances; not to men- 
tion archaic laws such as the penal code prohibition on 
citizens sorting out traffic jams because it constitutes 
“usurpation of authority.” 

It is only government that has the power to issue driv- 
ег licenses and land transport franchises. But we have 
rampaging buses on the roads, because of the promiscu- 
ous awarding of franchises without imposing regular 
schedules at bus stops. The result, particularly at night: 
buses racing against each other as drivers compete for 
passengers with murderous results. Add to this the prob- 
Jem of drug addiction among bus drivers. 

‘These perils become magnified once darkness falls, 
with major thoroughfares unlit, traffic lights perma- 
nently put on yellow out of laziness, signs that are ei- 
ther obscure or unhelpfully placed, enforcers absent 
from the streets—again, the catalogue is endless, and 
the miseries are constant yet unnoticed precisely be- 
cause they're so commonplace. Until the prominent be- 
come affected. 

‘There should be no contradiction between the desire of 
people to drive for a living, the different kinds of trans- 
portation required, the government’s licensing power, 
and the expectation from commuters, drivers and pedes- 
trians alike that some sort of order and reason can exist. 
‘on our streets, throughout the land, at any time of the 
дау. 

But this requires a fundamental adherence to public 
service, This means officials showing courtesy to the pub- 
lic on the road, and this starts with government ensuring 
that only those who are qualified get to drive, and that 
those who drive for a living do so for wages and for peri- 
ods of time that do not challenge the limits of their physi- 
cal and mental endurance. 

But it seems that the prevalent attitude treats vehicles 
and drivers only as objects to be extorted from, at licens- 
ing or for traffic violations.

‘The Freedom Constitution called for the 
eradication of “unjust and oppressive struc- 
tures and all iniquitous vestiges of the previous 
regime,” but it took ай of 16 years after Edsa to 
blast the despot’s cement face that marred the 
natural beauty of the mountains in the North. 
Still toadyingly misnamed are the Marcos 
Highway and the Imelda Avenue and other 
public places that continue to remind us of the 
conjugal couples tyranny for 13 desperate 
years.

Former President Joseph Estrada has been 
pardoned by Ms Arroyo after his conviction by 
the Sandiganbayan for plundering hundreds 
of millions of pesos.

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Qualified concurrence to Jpepa 


MY COLUMN LAST SUNDAY BATTING FOR A 
qualified Senate concurrence to the Japan-Philip- 
pines Economic Partnership Agreement (Jpepa) 
drew several telephone calls, e-mail and texts 
from government leaders (like Foreign Secretary 
Alberto G. Romulo), diplomats (like Ambassador 
to the World Trade Organization Manuel Tee- 
hankee, Ambassador to Japan Domingo Siazon 
з retired Ambassadors Cesar Bautista and Nel- 
m Lavifia), jurists (like retired Justices Florenti- 
no R Feliciano and Jose C. Vitug), and private citi- 
zens (like lawyer Jose S. Šongco). 

Domestic validity. Traditional legal wisdom 
concedes foreign policy as the domain of the Ex- 
ecutive Branch. The President or her representa- 
tives negotiate and conclude international 
covenants on behalf of the whole government, 
However, pursuant to the doctrine of checks and 
balances, the Constitution decrees that "(no 
treaty or international agreement shall be valid 
and effective unless concurred in by at least two- 
thirds of all the Members of the Senate," 

Tn the past, this concurrence had been an “all 
or nothing" proposition; the Senate either ap- 
proved or rejected the treaty in toto, without any

States Senate has long ago included qualificn-

tions, declarations or other statements in its con- 
стола, In turn, the US Supreme Court—for 
Instance, “United Sentes vs Stuart" in 1983—hes 
upheld the validity of those qualifed actions, 

Tsee no plausible reason why the same practice 
should be disallowed in the Philippines, True, the 
US Constitution requires the "advice and consent 
‘of the Senate" while the Philippine Charter neces- 
sitates only concurrence; sil, both Constitutions 
Чо not prohibit qualified approvals. But beenuse 
‘of the word “advice” (a term not found in the text 
of our Constitution), US senators are now nor- 
mally included in US treaty negotiating panels, in

The use of 
"reservations" instead of “revisions,” and of letter 
exchanges instead of outright rejection or renegoti- 
ation are more gracious and more palatable to the 
domestic constituents of the non-reserving state.

Reporting on suicide 


BY HANGING HERSELF IN HER FAMILY'S SHANTY 
in Davao City last Nov. 2, Mariannet Amper, 12, has 
just been named a “saint of poverty” by no less than 
this newspaper. 

Mariannet, as a news report detailed, commit- 
ted suicide out of "quiet desperation over her 
school absences and her inability to catch up with 
school work,” brought on in part by her family’s 
‘poverty. The claim or conjecture is bolstered by the 
young git's diary where she wrote down her feel- 
ings of increasing frustration and despair about 
her and her parents ever finding a way out of their 
dire situation. Mentioned as further proof of her 
desperation is ап apparently unsent letter to a TV 
show premised on granting poor viewers their 
wishes, which Mariannet apparently believed of- 
fered some form of relief, if not salvation. 

Her story is certainly grist for melodrama, and 
T won't be surprised if it is someday turned into 
prime time soap material It is also rich material 
from which to mine all sorts of political in- 
sights—from the symbolic power of her act, to 
the shame she brings to all those who had the 
power to help her but did not, to the larger impli- 
cations of her life, standing for ће millions of Fl 
pinos living on the knife-edge of daily despair. 

But itis also easy to overzead Mariannet’s 
symbolism, and especially to misread her motiva- 
tions, She may have indeed been burdened by her 
poverty. But we do not know if this was indeed 
her reason for committing suicide. For all we 
know, Mariannet may have been suffering from 
depression, which is different from being merely 
sad or frustrated, and which afflicts both the eco 
nomically disadvantaged and the wealthy. 


"SUICIDE is a complex phenomenon that has 
attracted the attention of philosophers, theolo- 
gians, physicians, sociologists and artists over 
the centuries,” states a media guide on the cov- 
erage of suicide, "As a serious public health 
problem it demands our attention, but its pre- 
vention and control, unfortunately, are no easy 
task. State-of-the-art research indicates that the 
prevention of suicide, while feasible, involves а 
Whole series of activities, ranging from the pro- 
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vision of the best possible condition for bring- 
ing up our children and youth, through the ef- 
fective treatment of mental disorders, tothe en- 
vironmental control of risk factors. Appropriate 

issemination of information and awareness- 
raising are essential elements in the success of 
suicide prevention programmes.” 

‘This is where the media coverage of Marian- 
net's suicide, as well as those of celebrities or 
even of those bungled attempts by a string of 
‘unhinged or spaced-out individuals climbing 
billboards and threatening to jump from them, 
comes into focus. 

"Suicide is oRen newsworthy and the media. 
have the right to report it,” say the writers of 
"Preventing Sulcide: A Resource for Media Pro- 
fessionals,” prepared by the Suicide Prevention 
Initiative ofthe World Health Organization. But 
studies have shown that "some forms of non- 
fictional newspaper and television coverage of 
suicide are associated with a statistically signif- 
icant excess of suicide,” with the impact ap- 
pearing to be strongest among young people. 


THE GUIDE makes clear that “the majority of sui- 
‘ides are not reported in the media." But the ma- 
jority of suicides "most likely to attract the atten- 
tion ofthe media are those that depart from usual 
patterns. In fact, itis striking that cases presented 
in the media are almost invariably atypical and 
‘uncommon, and to represent them as typical fur- 
ther perpetuates misinformation about suicide.” 
The writers also express concern that "pub- 
licity about suicide might make the idea of sui 
cide seem ‘normal,’ Repeated and continual 
coverage of suicide tends to induce and pro- 
mote suicidal preoccupations, particularly 


among adolescents and young adults." 

1 should also point out that premature "canon 
ization" of suicide victims may create the impres- 
sion that taking one’s life is the "heroic" response 
to life's difficulties, to heartache, or to boredom. 
People who take their own lives, especially young 
people, are certainly not to "blame" for their own 
deaths. But itis also unfair to go on an expedition 
of "blaming," whether it be the victim's family, 
loved ones, colleagues or even the national lead- 
ership. 

AMONG THE guidelines suggested for the me- 

а: 

© Sensational coverage of suicides should be 
assiduously avoided, particularly when a 
celebrity is involved .... Any mental health prob- 
lems the celebrity may have had should also be 
acknowledged, And, “front-page headlines are 
never the ideal location for suicide reports 

* Detailed descriptions of the method used 
and how the method was procured should be 
avoided, Research has shown that media cover- 
age of suicide has a greater impact on the 
method of suicide adopted than the frequency 
of suicides. Certain locations are traditionally 
associated with suicide and added publicity in- 
creases the risk that more people will use them. 

© Suicide should not be reported as unex- 
plainable or in а simplistic way Suicide is never 
the result ofa single factor or event. It is usually 
caused by a complex interaction of many fac- 
tors such as mental and physical illness, sub- 
stance abuse, family disturbances, interperson- 
al conflicts and life stressors, Acknowledging 
that a variety of factors contributes to suicide 
‘would be helpful. 

"The guide also suggests that suicide should. 
not be depicted “ав a method of coping with 
personal problems such as bankruptcy failure 
to pass an examination, or sexual abuse." On 
the other hand, taking into account the impact 
of suicide on familles and other survivors, as 
well as describing the physical consequences 
of non-fatal suicide attempts, may help stem 
the occurrence of “copycat” suicides, 


Sadat’s journey, 30 years after 


TOLEDO—IF “ONE MAN OF COURAGE MAKES 
a majority" as Andrew Jackson said, then 30 
years ago, in November 1977, Egyptian President 
Anwar Sadat was such a man. His peace overture 
to Israel stunned the Middle East. He had, аз he 
putit, gone “to the end of the earth” (the Knesset 
in Jerusalem), and in doing so transformed the 
region's politics beyond recognition. 

From that moment, the question for the Arabs 
was no longer how to destroy Israel, but how to 
Teach an accommodation with it. In his dramatic 
leap into the future, Sadat taught Arab leaders 
the realities of a changing world. 

For Sadat's peace overture was born out of a 
sober strategic analysis of the regional balance of 
power. It was clear to him that Israel was а nucle- 
ar power that, in October 1973, had once again 
proven itself to be unbeatable in a conventional 
‘war—a war Sadat himself had never expected to 
win when he launched it. 

Understanding Clausevitzs dictum that war is 
а continuation of politics by other means, Sadat 
bad sent the Egyptian Army across the Suez Canal 
in order to unleash a peace process. He was defeat- 
ей militarily, but his decision to go to Jerusalem 
‘meant that he would succeed politically. 

During all of their abortive attempts to destroy 
Israel, the Arabs had relied on the military back- 
ing of the Soviet Union. But a strategy of peace 
with Israel, Sadat knew, required an alliance with 
the United States. This alliance was so vital an ob- 
Jective for Sadat that one may rightly wonder 
‘what came first in his strategy. 

Perhaps Sadat might have opted to secure the 
American alliance without making peace with Is- 
rael ifhe had been able to do so. But he could not, 
and he knew it. Indeed, in 1974, when General 
Gamasy, the architect of the 1973 war, ques- 
tioned Sedat’ flexibility in the disengagement 
talks with Israel, Egypts president calmed him 
down by saying, "Don't forget, General, we are 
talking here about peace with the Americans!” 
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Another shift implicit in бабас strategy was to 
keep Egypt at a distance from pan-Arabism. 
Weary of inter-Arab politics, and tired of the high 
price Egypt had paid for the Palestinian cause, $a- 
dat wanted to move away from Nasser's pan-Arab 
ambitions and an excessive focus on the question 
of Palestine toward an emphasis on Egypt's role 
as a power lying at the strategic crossroads be- 
tween Asia and Africa, 

Sadat would, of course, continue to champion 
the Palestinian cause as the heart of an Arab con- 
sensus and sometimes as a fig leaf for his own 
Egypt-focused foreign policy But, for all practical 
purposes, Sadat had embarked on a path leading 
to a separate peace with Israel. 

One lesson of Sadat’ initiative is that in pro- 
tracted conflicts where deep emotions and histori- 
cal hatreds are involved, when almost every con- 
ceivable diplomatic formula has been tried and 
failed, the shock ofa visionary, generous and imag- 
{native step can open new paths. The major prob- 
Jem in the Arab-Isreli conflict, as in many other! 
tricate disputes, has always been the incapacity or 
unwillingness of leaders to conduct a peace policy 
that is not supported by their societies prevailing, 
and frequently paralyzing, consensus. 

Leaders, more often than not, are hostage tothe 
socio-political environment that produces them, 
rather than its shapers, Sadat gained a privileged 
place in history and achieved immortality the mo- 
ment he fled from the comfortable prison of iner- 
tia, and from the pantomime solidarity and hollow 
rhetorical cohesion of Arab summits. 


The test of statesmanship did not end there 
Sadat’s spectacular leap into the future needed to 
be met by Israel's prime minister, Menachem Be- 
gin, at almost every juncture down a tortuous 
road to peace. Arguably, only a political "hawk" 
like Begin, a man with @ keen sense of the dra- 
‘matic and a political romantic with a beady eye to 
the judgment of history could have responded in 
such a way to бадар initiative 

‘That Begin was able to rise to the occasion had 
much to do with the psychological impact of Sa- 
да astonishing initiative. Through his visit to 
Jerusalem, Sadat made more ordinary the nature 
fof the Arab-sraeli conflict. Sadats initiative 
transformed the conflict from a fight about Is- 
rael's right to exist into а negotiation of interests 
between legitimate sovereign states. 

Here, indeed, is the central point: the need to 
move away from mythological, mutually exclu- 
sive rights of existence, conflicting historical nar- 
ratives, and religious claims of ownership. Sadly, 
this is where the Palestinian-Israeli tragedy ге 
mains stuck to this very day, thus making the con- 
flict practically insoluble. Through his visit to 
Jerusalem, Sadat shook away Israel's siege men- 
tality and gave psychological living space to an 
‘otherwise claustrophobic nation in the midst of a 
hostile Arab world. 

Peace is never а zero-sum game. In its peace 
with Israel, Egypt reached its strategic objective 
of an alliance with the United States, But Israel 
was wrong to believe that Egypt could be a gate- 
way into the Arab world. The gate to Israeli-Arab 
reconciliation remains where it has always 
been—in the hands ofthe Palestinians.

On the surface, the story appears to be a cut«and-dried is- 
sue of censorship. But what is astounding with this story is 
тот only the fact haz the NPC officers seem to beleve they 
сап get away with publicly stating that the artists are simply 
paid hacks—necording to Conrado Generoso of the NPC—so 
much so that they feel that they are within their rights to 
paint over someone else's work; It is that the NPC commis- 
sioned the NAAC in che first place, 

‘A commissioned work requires trust on both sides, after 
all, the aristis пог hired because he is simply a hack, but be- 
catse his sensibilities match those of the person commission- 
ing the work, That "meeting of the minds," as visual nrist 
Julie Po calle t, is necessary to successfully produce a work of 
art, This s the same for singers, dancers, writers, architects, 
‘and nearly all artists who live on their creativity—the movie 
star will compromise with the director, the writer wil submit. 
to the sensitivity of the director, the newlywed couple will 
follow the color scheme of the interior decorator, Both sides 
will attempt, at best, to bridge the gap between creator and 
administrator, and that is possible only if that gap is not a 
yawning chasm. 

Tris why the NPC's cholce of the Neo-Angono artists smacks 
of the same ridiculousness as asking Contado de Quiros to 
write Ms Arroyo's biography. The NAAC is a group rooted in 
social context and the political clime, and even a cursory look. 
at their website establishes their commitment to “planting 
new seeds of artistic perception,” that "strives to render mod- 
ernist visual and artistic language responsive to the times" 
whose engagement with the ars is “wedded in the local com- 
munity and people.” Certainly this is not a group willing to 
work simply as hired hands to create a portrait of an "apolti- 
cal" press freedom. After all, press freedom is nota neutral no- 
tion; itis a liberal ideology held by some, rejected by others, 
and certainly sacrificed for by others. It is а reason why the 
NPC officers cannot wash their hands of responsibilty here, ir- 
relevant ofthe censorship, and claim to be shocked when their 
anemic version of freedom failed to appear on their mural. 

Асе same time, itis also as astounding for an organiza- 
tion that claims activist roots to work for the NPC, an organi- 
zation that the NAAC artists themselves initially claimed to 
have taken in good faith. On a recent interview, however, 
NAAC president Wire Tuazon admitted having researched 
the NPC and the controversy that shrouds the formerly au- 
gust institution. Yet in spite of their current claim to being 
solidly against the NPC's perspective on press freedom, the 
group agreed to work with the NPC knowing their reputation 
because there were debts to be paid, art festivals to be host- 
ed, and other such expenses necessary to the NAACS exis- 
tence. 

"The controversy, however, wouldn't have been inevitable 
‘with proper monitoring. Joel Sy Egco, who acted as middle- 
man between the groups, and whose accusations of ingrati- 
tude and overpricing have been answered by а more damning 
accusation of taking an alleged P200,000 commission, was 
given the responsibilty of monitoring the efforts of the artists. 

‘After discussions on what the mural would be about be- 
tween the NPC board and the artists, the NPC made the re- 
quest that no faces of any living journalists be put in the mu- 
ral “because that would be political" —a request the artists 
claim they never agreed on—they trooped off to Angono, 
aid out their mural, and spent two and a half months sweat- 
ing over an eight-foot high mural. 

What is conceded is this that Egco did go to monitor; that 
during that time, the mural, half-done, had labels taped be- 
neath faces of characters, and that Egco did not complain. In 
fact, Tuazon remembers Egco telling them to go ahead with 
what they wanted. In a telephone interview, Egco initially 
denied that the faces or labels were there, then changed his. 
statement to that he didn't notice, and that he couldn't be ex- 
ресей to know who the characters were anyway even when. 
labeled, Eugenia Apostol for example, founder of the Philip- 
pine Daily Inquirer, a giant in the history of the Philippine 
Press, was someone he was unfamiliar with, and besides, he. 
had no idea if she was alive—a rather interesting commen- 
tary from a member of the NPC. 

Евсо stopped monitoring after two visits, and instead 
asked for photo updates from the artists, Asked why he 
didn’t spot the controversial details, he claimed the details 
were too small to notice, Asked why he didn't monitor the 
artists personally, he said he was too busy. It is по surprise. 
then that the NPC was surprised by the mural—nobody is ad- 
mitting it was because of GMA's planned unveiling—and no 
surprise either that the NAAC, whose payments had been de- 
layed repeatedly, were standing their ground, 

Yet the NPC accepted the delivery, finally paid the artists 
in full after requesting a few on-the-spot alterations—like 
changing the brand of R&E taxi to J&J for Joel and director. 
Jerry Yap—and the artists went home to Angono with a 
Signed receiving order. 

"The rest is already public knowledge. The NPC ordered 
the editing of the mural because the Angono artists, who say 
they were exhausted after days of no sleep, did not immedi- 
ately pack up their paintboxes to go haring off to the NPC 
building. The repainting was done—justified for rather 
strange reasons. The alibata on Bonifacios arm, for example, 
was changed because, according to the NPC, "we couldn't 
understand what it meant.” 

"That the NPC's perspective on press freedom is a ridicu- 
ous one is something that is not surprising given the history. 
of the club. Their censorship must be condemned, as ай cen- 
sorship of art should be condemned, Perhaps what must be. 
understood is this, that truth, no matter under how many 
layers itis hidden, will always find its way out, and that liars 
are all the blacker when they claim to be vanguards of truth.

Distance education is unlike 
the usual classroom setup where 
students and teachers are sup- 
posed to be present regularly for 
education to take place. 

Tn distance education, learn- 
ing normally occurs in a differ- 
ent place from teaching, with 
the use of different forms of 
medium, With this system, itis 
‘easier for individuals, who do 
hot have the opportunity for a 
graditional learning experience, 
to still pursue their studies 

Students are left to learn in 
the comfort of their homes or 
workplace. 

Distance education stil fol- 
lows a certain curriculum. While 
students are usually left to study 
at their own pace, learning ma- 
terials have deadlines. 

Tn the Philippines, apart from 
the UPOU, 18 other universities 


curriculum. Deadlines are set but studying can be done at one's pace. At the 
University of the Philippines Open University (UPOU) face-to-face sessions 
between the teacher and student are done four to five times per semester. 

At least 19 schools offer distance learning in the country. At the mo- 
ment, ОРОО offers the biggest number of courses among the schools. 

A total of 1,738 students are enrolled at the UPOU this second 
semester, 129 of whom are abroad, according to Eden Salon-of the UP 
Learning Center Administration. 

Last semester, there were more than 2,000 students enrolled at the 
Open University. 

A study by the ОРОО has found that there is little difference in the quality 
of leaming received by distance education students and regular students.

TACLOBAN CITY—RESIDENTS OF THE 
fishing village of San Pedro in MacArthur, 
Leyte are losing the sunken warship near 
their village that has served as an artificial 
reef for over 60 years 

‘With the vessel now being removed in a 
salvage operation authorized by the De- 
partment of Environment and Natural Re- 
sources, fishers in the village said their 
catch has drastically dropped. 

“The sunken World War I vintage bardeship, 
located just about a kilometer from the shore, 
has been the reason San Pedro fishers had 
been enjoying an abundant fish catch for 
years, as the ship had served as habitat of such 
fish species as tingag, mamsa and sandatan, 
which command a good price in the market, 


Livelihood 

“As а livelihood, fishing has provided us 
with food and sent our children to school,” 
said Graciano "Garcing" Echavez, 73, the 
president of the local shermer's association, 
the San Pedro Samahang Mangingisda. 

‘But when the salvage operation started in 
2004, Echavez said they noted a big decrease 
in their fish catch because che fishes were be- 
ing driven away by salvaging activities, and 
that they now have to go far to catch fish. 

Mano Garcing, as old man Echavez is 
called in their village, said he had led in op- 
posing the salvage operation about three 
years ago for this would adversely affect 
their livelihood and that they would soon 
be losing their rich fishing ground forever.

Will we have to wait until someone dies 
because a juvenile criminal has crossed the 
line? A 17-year-old and an 18-year-old are 
mature enough to make decisions so they 
must suffer the consequences," he said.

Honorary consul 

The DFA is now looking for an 
honorary consul in Mauritius as а 
way to address the growing number 
of Filipino seamen there who have 
been maltreated by foreign ship 
captains, according to Vice Consul 
to Nairobi Bernadette Mendoza.

fishing vessels plying the Indian

She said that when she was in 
Mauritius, she was able to talk with 
six other Filipino crewmen whose 
salaries had been delayed. 

She said the last report she had 
received was that the six finally re- 
ceived their salaries but were plan- 
ning to transfer to a vessel bound 
for Malaysia

‘Almost ай of the houses, he explained are 
in Barangay Concepcion, a venue chosen by 
their original owners because of its proximi- 
ty to their businesses. 


‘Common features 

Most of the houses share common fea- 
tures: A narra grand staircase which leads to 
a landing on the second floor. Wooden floors 
that are either made from yakal, tindalo or 
narra. A huge dining room with a long table 
in the center surrounded by tall antique 
chairs. 

In addition, the living rooms are as big as 
a medium-sized ballroom in a hotel 

Among the houses considered as one of 
the city’s treasures, owned by the Dionisio 
family is located on Gen. Luna Street. 

"The hardwood and stone house was built 
in the 19205 and underwent renovations in. 
the 1990s but it has retained its original fea- 
tures, according to Pacita Dionisio-Bautista, 
the wife of former Ambassador to England 
Cesar Bautista. "We wanted it preserved as a 
reminder of our family’s roots,” she said. 

Located in a place which is now a com- 
mercial area, the house's added attraction is 
a small statue of the country's national hero, 
Dr. Jose Rizal, standing at the entrance. 

The huge living room, with is shiny 
foor and century-old furniture, can easily be 
converted into a dance hall. 

According to Pacita, few changes were 
made when the house was renovated. It still 
Jooks the way it did when it was built in the 
1920s, she pointed out. 

The Martinez house, which looks out on а 
busy street, was another stop on the “Lusong, 
Malabon” tour. 

“This house is well-preserved and it can 
remain strong and safe for the next 100 
years," said Terry Martinez, whose family is 
in the ishing business. 

She said that they tried to preserve all of 
their home's original features, including the 


intricate drawings inthe living room. 

“The original wall with paintings was cov- 
ered by the previous owner who apparently 
disliked exquisite prints on the walls," she 
said. 

The house has two grand staircases lead- 
ing to an elegant living room which is about 
the size of a ballroom. 

Staying in a huge house like theirs took 
some getting used to, she revealed, “It took a. 
while before 1 got accustomed to sleeping in 
such huge surroundings. 1 even had to leave 
the television set on at one point, because it 
seemed so vast and quiet," Martinez said. 

An air-conditioning unit and a television 
set are the only modern additions to the 
Martinez bedroom which has a huge an- 
tique four-poster bed and an old-fashioned 
porcelain sink in one corner 

‘The Rojas-Borja house, which is also опе 
of the most well-preserved homes in the city, 
has also retained its original features, in- 
cluding the pharmacy established by the 
family when it was builtin 1923. 

"We have not changed any feature of the 
facade, including the pharmacy. We even re- 
tained its wooden signage,” Dr. Carmela 
Borja said. 

For the next generation 

She pointed out that owning an old house 
ваз both its joys and trials. “I's expensive о 
‘maintain an old house but we are preserving 
{for the next generation,” she added. 

‘The Raymundo house, considered the 
oldest in the city is also famous for a Haps- 
burg eagle by its gate that indicates the 
house was built in 1861. 

What sets it apart from the others are the 
пата tree trunks that serve as the posts of 
the over 100-year-old house. 

There are also old books displayed in an- 
tique glass shelves in the house. Among the 
books is a first edition of Rizal's "Noli Me 
Tangere.” 

‘According to Richard Bautista, the own- 
ers of the old houses have agreed that even 
though the structures may be subdivided 
among family members, “nothing should be 
sold outside the family.”

LA TRINIDAD, BENGUET—THE 
ability of Cordillerans to express 
themselves more fluently in En- 
glish than in the national lan-

From a business perspective, not 
all goals are quite so obvious—or 
so clear-cut in attainability. But 
whether you're talking about play- 
ers in uniform or team members at 
the office, one thing is certain: Vi- 
sion determines the direction of 


Emotion plus logic 


the team. 

When it comes to casting а com- 
pelling vision, I believe that there. 
are two critical elements: Emo- 
tional and logical transference. 
This is where many leaders go 
wrong. Some are great at explain- 
ing their vision logically, but they 
lack the emotion necessary to carry 
it forward. Others are very emo- 
tional when casting a vision, but 
they lack theJogic to sustain it. 

If you want to cast a vision that 
will send your team in the right di- 
rection for the long haul, you must. 
do it with logic and emotion. It's 
mot an either/or situation. You 
must have both. 

‘To transfer a vision emotionally, 

е elements are needed: 

1. Credibility. This is the most 
important ingredient for success- 
ful emotional transference. The 
person casting the vision absolute- 
ly must have integrity. His team 
must know—beyond a shadow of a 
doubt—that he walks the walk and 
talks the talk, 

2. Passion. It's very difficult to 
pass a vision on to someone else i 
you don't believe in it yourself. 
Half-hearted vision-casting simply 
doesn’t work 

3. Relationships. The closer a

leader is to the members of her 
team, the quicker they'll buy in to 
her vision, 

4, Timing. There’s a right time 
and a wrong time to cast a vision. A 
good vision presented at the wrong 
time will fail. 

5. Felt need. It's hard for people 
to catch a vision when they don't 
feel the goal is necessary. 

On the other hand, to transfer a 
vision logically, these seven com- 
ponents are necessary: 

1. A realistic understanding of 
the situation today. If you're not 
realistic about where you are to- 
day, people will know that you 
don’t have a clue about tomorrow. 
Leaders often make the mistake of 
trying to casta vision for the future 
because they're struggling now. In 
other words, they use the vision to 


cover up their existing problems. 
But when you cast a vision, your 
people must know that you under- 
stand your current situation. Oth- 
erwise, they'll simply roll their 
eyes and think, “If he isn’t realistic 
about where we are right now, how 
can he ever be realistic about 
where we want to go?" 

2. An experienced team. It's 
tough to keep a vision alive with- 
out seasoned players who compre- 
hend why its important to the suc- 
cess of your organization. 

3. A sound strategy. The step- 
by-step process of how you're go- 
ing to achieve your vision must be 
well-reasoned and watertight; oth- 
erwise it will fall apart. 

4. Acceptance of responsibility 
by the leaders. The success of a vi- 
sion nearly always is based upon 
the buy-in of the leaders who are 
willing to sign their names to the 
bottom line number, whatever it 
is. Don't even attempt to cast a vi- 
sion untilyour leaders are ready to 
put their names by the bottom 
line. 

5. The celebration and commu- 
mication of each victory. Such 
recognition provides an infusion of 
enthusiasm and gives your people 
something concrete to hold on to 


as they continue to move toward 
the ultimate goal of fulfilling the 
vision. 

6. Evaluation and communica- 
tion for each defeat. Be as open 
about explaining the defeats as 
you are about celebrating the vic- 
tories. After each setback, tell your 
team, "Here's what we did wrong; 
here's why we did not accomplish 
what we need to." 

7. Time. This is interesting, isn't 
it? To emotionally transfer a vi- 
sion, you need proper timing. To 
logically transfer it, you just need 
time. 

What happens when emotion 
joins logic in the transference of a 
vision? People unite around the 
goal and start working to achieve it 
because they believe in what 
they're doing and they understand 
why they're doing it. 

That’s how teams win—both on 
and off the field.

IN QUEZON PROVINCE, THE 
farmers and entrepreneurs have be- 
gun selling their produce and goods 
in the Internet. They do this through 
the province's “E-commerce for 
Farmers” project. 

Small and medium businesses 
post their “help wanted" ads free of 
charge at the “Expertise Exchange." 
Needless to say people who are 
looking for jobs regularly log on 
the site, too. 

Quezon residents get to use a free 
online directory of busi- 
nesses and. services. 
This is the “Business 
Central.” 

‘Government employ- 
еев in Lucena purchase 
their grocery online as 
well. They log online 
and place their orders 
in minutes and before 
they go home at 5 p.m., 
the goods would have 
been delivered. Thanks 
to the “Lucena Grocery 
Online.” 

‘The Quezon E-Com- 
merce project, implemented by the 
‘Quezon E-commerce Services Office 
(Queso), was launched in Septem- 
ber 2005 and in a year has trained 
over 300 farmers and traders and 
‘small enterprises in various munici- 

es of the province to go and sell 


zon.govph) which provides farmers 
free space for posting their products, 
‘even as Queso monitors transactions 
that take place online and keeps buy- 
er records and data. 

‘Through Internet and computer 
operation and application training 
conducted by Queso, farmers have 
also learned to connect with buyers 
and prospective buyers in other e- 
commerce websites. 

Farmers now meet with their buy- 
ersin virtual meeting places to nego- 
iate terms, without having to leave 
their homes or farms. Online, they 
discuss contract terms, price, quan- 
tity, inspection and delivery condi- 
tions, and payment schedules. Con- 
tracts are then closed and sales con- 
summated through affiliated banks. 

Farmers confirm they have been 
able to find new business partners 
by going online, They also obtain 
the best price for their commodities, 
generate savings from lower mar- 
keting and handling costs, and gen- 
erally claim for themselves a bigger 
slice of the economic pie. This has 
enabled them not only to generate 
more sales for themselves but more 
revenues for the province. 

Queso has been promoting the E- 
commerce for Farmers through road 
shows in Quezon's various munici- 
palities. 

In these road shows, farmers find 
ош they do not necessarily need In- 
ternet access to go e-commerce. 
‘They can and have used their mobile 
phones to communicate their terms 
to the remote buyers, through SMS

or text messages. 

‘They can even write down their 
registration and product postings on 
paper and wait for the assigned Que- 
зо e-commerce coordinators to col- 
lect them. 

Today, farmers happily confirm 
they receive at least 10 calls а day 
from buyers or prospective buyers. 

“This is unusual for farmers who 
used to be so uncertain as to who to 
sell to next or at what price or under 
what payment schedule,” according 
to Oscar Camarra Jr, who works 
with the Information Management 
Unit of the provincial government of 
Quezon. 

The project also 
provides training 
programs related to 
farming and liveli- 
hood projects and 
relevant marketing 
and technology in- 
formation. 

Camara, writing 
їп a casebook on 
"Philippine Experi- 
ences on Informa- 
tion and Communi- 
cation Technology 
for Development" 
published by the 
Department of Science and Technol- 
ogy and the International Develop- 
ment Research Center, Canada, 
shares these experiences in helping 
Quezon entrepreneurs make busi- 
ness online, 

‘Camara also discusses some of 
the problems Queso has faced in im- 
plementing the project: farmers’ 
limited access to information tech- 
nology, volatility of prices of pro- 
duce, danger of hacking or cracking 
and other unauthorized access to 
the Web system, security of financial 
transaction, non-competitive quality 
and insufficient supply of products, 
and technophobia still prevailing 
among some farmers. 

‘Technophobia, or fear of technol- 
ogy, is a problem seen inhibiting the 
growth not only of farmers but also 
of micro and small entrepreneurs. 

‘The Department of Science and 
‘Technology, in a bid to promote the 
use of information and communica- 
tion technology and ease techno- 
phobia among the productive sec- 
tors of society, has conducted a se- 
ries of roundtable discussions on 
“learning from ICT for Develop- 
ment to Enhance Policymaking” 
with support from the International 
Development Research Center of 
Canada. 

‘The latest of the series of forums 
will be held on Nov. 14 at the UP In- 
stitute for Small-Scale Industries 
and will focus on the following small 
‘enterprise sectors: printing/publish- 
ing,  micro-financing, fumi- 
ture/woodcraft, metals and ancil- 
lary services.

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Lucena entrepreneur makes money 


from Pinoys’ passion for singing

LUCENA CITY—HIS PASSION FOR 
singing and technical expertise acquired from 
а vocational school helped influence local 
businessman Fernando Vasquez, 43, to em- 
barkon videoke machine production. 

‘Three years ago, fed up with singing his 
favorite ballads in videoke bars amid noise 
from fellow singing customers, Vasquez 
bought himself a videoke unit from a local 
assembler. 

He paid P42,000 for the music machine 
which he subsequently rented out to a videoke 
bar in the city after it satisfied his passion in 
the confines of his home at the Market View 
subdivision in one comer of the city. 

Videoke machine is a mixed system of 
video and song lyrics shown to viewers 
through a television where one can actually 
sing along and have fun. A singer has to in- 
sert a P5-coin for every selected song and 
will be graded based on the melodic rendi- 
tion of the piece. 

‘The coin-sharing arrangement is 70 per- 
cent for the owner of the videoke unit and 30 
percent for the establishment, said Vasquez. 

"Tentered the videoke business on a trial. 
But I found out that its a good venture. 
Most of the time, I netted P6,000 every 15 
days. Singing is a popular pastime among 
Filipinos and a videoke machine is the most. 
easy to follow musical accompaniment. 
Even a nonsinger can sing like a pro in due 
time," Vasquez says. 

With the positive development in his new 
‘business, Vasquez, who is also involved in local 
fish trading, decided to expand and acquire four 
more videoke machines, which he also rents out 
to bars and sing along joints in the city. 

"With the acquisition of additional units 
‘Vasquez says he often receives queries from 


satisfied customers on the cost of the videoke 
machine and where they can order one. 

This gave him the idea of also venturing 
into manufacturing the musical device, 
said Vasquez who has a diploma for a radio 
and television technical course from a local 
vocational school. 

In January last year, he started assem- 
bling videoke machines and transformed а 
‘vacant space along Don Crisanto Street, also 
in the same subdivision, as his workshop. 

He registered his venture under the trade- 
mark, "Fher-Enn Videoke,” a combination of 
his nickname and that of his wife Angelita. 

"With my technical background, I knew 
that Гт capable of running the business,” 
hesaid 

То make him more knowledgeable on the 
intricacies ofthe musical system, Vasquez said 
ће opened one of his videoke units and stud- 
ied each of the parts and their functions. 

He then hired two shop helpers and an-

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other technician to assist him in the techni- 
cal aspect of the production. 

“Tm also the one who personally buys all 
the best parts and equipment needed in the 
assembly line such as dynamic micro- 
phones, tweeters and speakers. [won't com- 
promise the sound of my unit,” he added. 

He said he tapped the expertise of a 
brother-in-law to create custom-made de- 
signs for the videoke wooden casing. He 
pays P1,000 for every casing which is fin- 
ished in three days. 

He uses surplus television for his videoke 
which he buys for P4 000 a unit from a rep- 
utable dealer in Manila, adding it usually 
takes them 10 days to finish a “quality made 
and tested” machine. He sells his videoke 
‘machine for P35,000 to P38,000 a unit. 

‘Vasquez believes that the videoke busi- 
ness will still go a long way because of the 1

ondary math teacher in 
Xavier School. “We were living 
in New Jersey, and our one- 
and-a-half year old, Ethan, had 
been developing nicely. He was 
babbling and beginning to talk. 
He loved to make 'scary faces. 
He had a toothy smile." 

“But Ethan's speech began to 
regress,” continues Sy. “He lost the 
few words he had begun to say and 
the scary faces were no more than im- 
ages captured on film. He began to 
look away and not pay attention to 
the people around him." 

John's wife Miriam sensed some- 
thing was wrong. Ethan's pediatrician 
assured them that things were nor- 
mal, but Miriam insisted on a referral 
to the state's Early Intervention Pro- 
gram. After observing Ethan as he 
‘walked on tiptoes and watched TV. 
the counselors finally suggested that 
the couple consult a pediatric neurol- 
ogist 

After a battery of tests, "we heard 
the ‘a-word! for the first time,” says 
John, Ethan was diagnosed with Per- 
vvasive Developmental Disorder Not 
Otherwise Specified (PDD-NOS) with 
mild autistic tendencies. Miriam was 
їп tears, but John was relieved that 
the illness was nor fatal. Ethan was 
about two years old then. 


Early intervention 

Research shows that when autism 
is dealt with early the better the child 
will function in the future. Ethan im-

mediately started occupational and 
physical therapy sessions weekly. 

When Ethan turned three, he start- 
ed going to special education every 
morning, and to a therapist for Ap- 
plied Behavior Analysis (ABA) in the 
afternoons, "We had comprehensive 
services from the state and Miriam 
was working with Ethan on the off 
days,” Sy says. "There was noticeable 
progress. Ethan learned to sit still and 
listen to instruction. Things couldn't 
be better. Then the roof caved in." 

їп early 2003, Sy learned that his 
employer would no longer be spon- 
soring the family for green cards. 
"They had to return to the Philippines. 

“This was a major crisis for us,” Sy 
says, “Where in the Philippines could 
we find the level of care that we were 
receiving in New Jersey? We tried ev- 
erything—lawyers, congressmen, 
тоге lawyers in a desperate attempt 
to be able to stay" But on Easter Sun- 
day 2003, the family flew back to 
Manila, 


Coping in Manila 

‘The parents made sure that their 
son would not regress. They were 
armed with ABA books and tech- 
niques. "Miriam was Anne Sullivan to 


Ethan's Helen Keller,” John says, 

After a vigorous search, Miriam fi- 
nally found the Makati-based Behav- 
for Management for Autistic Children 
(BMAC), a foundation that provided 
daily home ABA services. She also 
hooked up with physical and occupa- 
tional therapy providers for weekly 
sessions. Progress was slow but sure. 

In 2005, Ethan's pediatrician rec- 
‘ommended that he be put on the drug 
Ritalin to help him focus. But John 
ала Miriam did not want to rely on 
drugs, so they searched the Net and 
found Defeat Autism Now! (DAN), a 
group of physicians and scientists 
who use drugs only when other ap- 
proaches fail. However, there is no 
DAN-certified practitioner in the 
Philippines, so the family flew to 
Hong Kong. 

The DAN doctor required Ethan to 
be put on a gluten-free and casein- 
free (ОЕСР) diet to combat certain 
gastrointestinal issues that affected 
autism. Ethan was allergic to rice, 
corn, soy, eggs, and other staples, so 
aside from dairy, wheat, pasta, and 
baked goods, all these were eliminat- 
ed from his diet. Ethan also took vita- 
min supplements. 

“For the past three years, Ethan's

food has been organic and СЕСЕ? Sy 
says. "We have slowly reintroduced 
rice into his diet. Ethan can't have 
food that isn’t prepared at home, no 
restaurant food, no party food and 
certainly no fast food. When we trav- 
el, we bring his food with us. Miriam 
is a regular at Healthy Options stores 
where she buys Ethan's GE.CF snacks 
and juices. This is by far the most dif- 
ficuit—and — expensive—part оё 
Ethan's therapy. But we've stuck with 
it because we know it helps him.” 


Whole body disorder 

Last September, John and Miriam 
attended the Second Asian Autism 
Conference in Hong Kong. They 
learned that autism is not so much а 
brain disorder, but rather, a whole 
body disorder, with the brain pro- 
foundly affected. Autistic children 
suffer from often painful gastroin- 
testinal issues that affect brain pro- 

“Since the child cannot express 
pain in a way his parents:can under- 
stand, he often acts out aggressively" 
Sy explains. A strict GFCF diet be- 
comes important. Many autistic chil- 
dren have high levels of heavy metals 
like mercury and lead in their blood. 
‘They cannot detoxify in the same way 
that most people do, so they suffer 
from metal poisoning. 

But with patience and love, families 
сап cope with autism. Today, Ethan isa 
happy eight-year old. “He is autistic, 
yes, but franidy thats the way we like 
i,” Sy says. “He wouldn't be our son if 
he weren't autistic. We are very proud 
Cf him, as proud of him as we are of his 
big brother, Tyler”

Coping | 
with autism 


AUTISM IS A COMMON DISORDER 
that can disrupt normal development. 
Usualy diagnosed when a child is 
2-3 years old, autism has no known 
definite cause, though genetics, diet 
and the environment have been identi- 
fied as possible culprits. 

John and Miriam Sy share the fol- 
owing tips for parents of autistic chil- 
dren: 

1. Always be guided by a competent 
physician who is experienced in work- 
ing with autistic children, Therapists 
should be experienced and certified. 
The field of autism treatment is lucra 
tive; there are many uncertified of, 
‘worse, incompetent practitioners who 
are in it solely for the money. 

2. Put your child on a GECF diet. 
‘This is difficult, but itis the single most. 
important thing you can do from a 
biomedical standpoint. If your child 
can't do without bread or pasta, then 
at the very least keep him off dairy. 

3, Put your child on ABA along with 
the СЕСР diet. There are other alter- 
native therapies, but we have found 
ABA to be the only therapy that has 
been effective. 

4. Don't succumb to the pressure of 
peers or in-laws to put your child in 
school. Put your child in school only 
when he is deemed ready by his thera- 
pists and physicians. Putting your 
child in school too early wastes mon- 
ey, puts unnecessary stress, and since 
the school may not be able to handle 
autistic children, he will be asked to 
leave anyway. 

5. Educate yourself. Attend semi- 
nars and workshops to increase your 
knowledge and network with other 
parents. The Internet is a treasure 
trove of knowledge about autism. Do 
your research. 

Most of all, John and Miriam say, 
“Accept your child's condition with joy. 
He may be autistic but he is your most 
precious gift from God."

River, Trouville, Из twin city is a more sedate 
place that, despite the passage of time, has 
remained primarily a fishing village.

Dubbed by the region’s historians as the 
birthplace of impressionist paintings, Hon- 
fleur once lured such artistic giants as Monet. 
and Baudelaire to soak up its postcard pretty. 
sites. 

Narrow, cobbled streets, open-air cafés 
and intimate plazas add to Honfleur’ charm, 
as are small houses with wooden-tiled roofs 
and pocket gardens and street markets sell 
ing all sorts of knickknacks, including the re- 
gionis finest wines and cheeses. 

Because of its proximity to the sea, Hon- 
fleur, apart from being a fishing village, has 
evolved over the centuries as one of the re- 
gion’s chief harbors with narrow timber 
houses lining up its long coast, just like in 
Amsterdam. 

At one point in its history, the town was al- 
so into salt mining. Remnants of the dead in- 
dustry can still be seen in abandoned but 
well-maintained warehouses that used to 
house sacks upon sacks of salt, then consid- 
ered a precious commodity before spices and 
the wonders of refrigeration became readily 
available in Europe. 

Опе of the most lasting and most impres- 
sive monuments to its inhabitants affinity to 
the sea is the wooden church of St. Catherine. 
First built in 1496 and later expanded over 
the centuries as Honfleur' population grew, 
the church is made primarily of wood except 
for the marble floor and some in-between 
portions covered in bricks. 

Don't be surprised if the church's vaulted 
ceiling, originally consisting of a single nave 
before it became two, looks uncannily similar.

manual labor (this happened centuries be- 
fore women's lib) were fishermen and boat 
makers. 

‘Since France was at war with its neighbor 
across the Channel, the only readily available 
‘material back then was timber from the near- 
by Touques forest. The seafarers eventually 
agreed to build a church the best way they 
knew how. Surprisingly the structure (thanks 
to regular upkeep, of course) has survived 
the tumultuous French Revolution and the 
‘even bloodier World War IL 

‘Thus, apart from being a testament to the 
town's marine heritage, St. Catherine Church 
has become an oddity in a continent famous 
for its huge and elaborate Christian churches 
made of steel and concrete. 


Ideal place 

Should you find yourself hungry after all 
the sightseeing, one of the most ideal places 
to have а slow, pleasant lunch of juicy steaks 
and salmons, aged cheeses as well as the 
finest French wines and apple cider is at the 
Calvados Boulard Distillery, a wine-produc 
ing area which features such restaurants as 
the Bistro Атап. 

We found ourselves enjoying the bistro's 
offerings literally inside huge oak barrels that 
were reconfigured into cozy banquets 
‘Thanks to flattering mood lighting, minor fa- 
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the works, the Basilica of St. Therese of Lisieux was consecrated 
her honor in 1954, The saint was declared a Doctor of the Church by the late Pope John Paul It 


in 1997. 


cial imperfections as well as hints of redness 
resulting from one too many glasses of wine 
‘were toned down. 

Finally а tour of Normandy won't be com- 
plete without visiting one of its most famous 
daughters! shrine and basilica in Lisieux (30 
minutes or so away from our hotel in 
Deauville). This was where St. Therese of the 
Child Jesus grew up (she was born in nearby 
Alencon) and later became a Carmelite nun. 

She died at the young age of 24, but the 
impact of her life and teachings (as embodied 
in her “Little Way”) on the Catholic world 
‘was such that even his Holiness, the late Pope 
John Paul Il, a devotee of the saint, pro- 
‘claimed һег а "Doctor of the Church" in 
1997. 

Such a distinction earned her a place 
alongside heavyweights from earlier times 
such as Saints Augustine, Thomas Aquinas, 
Catherine of Siena and Teresa of Avila. 

The house were the young Therese grew 
up, induding articles of clothing, furniture 
pieces and toys from her childhood, has been 
Turned into a shrine run by the Carmelites. A 
huge basilica finished in 1954 and soon after 


consecrated in her honor is located а short 
distance away from the shrine. 

It was already drizzling even when we 
were in the shrine. The drizzle turned to rain. 
a5 we made our way to the basilica, but none 
ofus seemed to mind. If it was the saint's way 
of welcoming us, then by all means let it 
pour! 

‘Apart from the intricate mosaic tiles de- 
picting various milestones in St. Therese 
short but eventful life, the basilica houses one 
of the saints relics: a piece of bone from one 
or her elbows 

While most of us headed for Paris to catch 
an early morning fight the next day, a hand- 
ful stayed behind in Deauville and drove back 
ater in the day to Lisieux to participate in an 
afternoon procession in honor of St 
Therese's feast day. 

Indeed, between Angie's plump lips and 
Therese's barely recognizable elbow, the lat- 
ter proved to be a more relevant draw to this 
group of Filipinos, who didn't mind staying a 
day longer to honor the memory of a famous 
Frenchwoman and a beloved daughter of the 
Church,

Changing role of women 

Let us take a look at them now: 

First is the changing role of wom- 
еп both at home and in the work- 
place. Most women now hold jobs 
outside the home either to supple- 
ment the husbands earnings or to 
be the main and, sometimes, the 
only breadwinner in the family. This 
has led to the phenomenon of 
"househusbands." How are the men 
taking on this role, which chal- 
lenges their male identity and trig- 
gers issues of self-esteem and pow- 
е? A lot of adjustment needs to be 
бопе, not just in the roles they both 
play the task and functions within 
these roles, but also in their feelings 
and sense of self.

Political instability 

‘Then, there's the political crises. The 
instability in the government that has 
ed to insecurity. This uncertainty and 
‘unpredictability has led to anxiety and 
а feeling of being unsafe. People don’t 
know whats going to happen next. We 
can no longer trust the government 
stitutions. And in a country where sys- 
tems do not work and people cannot 
rely in the institutions for support, they 
tum to their families. Studies show 
that in the Philippines, people feel that 
they can only depend on "God, my 
family, and myself” 

‘Another important factor that is re- 
lated to this political crisis is the moral 
degradation resulting from pervasive 
corruption at ай levels of government. 

Children see that the adults in high 
positions, whom they are supposed to 
respect and look up to as role models, 
до wrong but are not punished. In fact, 
they don't even admit that they are 
wrong. They show no remorse and 
they deny their wrongdoing. Wrong- 
doers are not punished but are even 
rewarded at times! This has made 
young people become disillusioned 
and cynical when what they need are 
good role models to emulate. How can. 
children lean right from wrong? 


Children witness adults lying 
Children witness adults lying bla- 
tantly on TV every day. It is such a 


common occurrence that they аге | 


getting the message that lying is nor- 
mal, It is a way of life. 

Children are natural truth-tellers 
until we teach them to lie or they 
learn to lie because everybody is do- 
ing it. How can we preserve their in- 
nate truth-telling in a society where 
lying is a way of life? Again, itis the 
family that we can count on to pre- 
serve children's truth-telling. 

We will look at the resilience in 
creative coping of our children later 
оп in the segment, and maybe learn 
from them! 


Violence 
‘Another major factor is the increas-

Family violence or domestic vi- 
lence cases have been brought to our 
attention by the media and this has led

dren and women is now being dis- 
cussed and ways of preventing and 
topping these are being done by 
many NGOs and the DSWD. 

In the streets, “road rage” where 
people are shot in traffic altercations 
have recently caught our attention. 
Тоо much stress due to traffic; pollu- 
tion, over-crowdedness in the big 
cities and other stresses have upped 
the stress level such that suppressed 
anger can be triggered by simple 
road altercations that lead to sense- 
less loss of lives. 


Power of media. 

‘Then there is the tremendous power 
of media. Many children are trauma- 
tized just by watching TV How can 
media be regulated? Or better still, 
how can one make positive use of me- 
dia in educating children and society 
and instiling core values of truth- 
telling and integrity? Here again, we 
need to help our families on how to 
make use of media and to instill values 
inour children,

changed our lives is the advances in 
technology. 


‘Advances in technology 

Gell phone and computers have 
resulted in easier and faster commi 
nication, especially texting. While 
they have given us a lot of benefits, 
popular computer games and the 
use of Internet have had some detri- 
‘mental effects on the lifestyle of our 
young people. Very obvious is the 
lack of physical exercise, exposure 
to aggression and violence and in- 
formation overload. Addiction to 
computer games, which are mostly 
violent, is now common among ado- 
lescents.

Mirasol family 

Romy Sr., 55, and Aurora, 41, 
have five children. The two el- 
dest children are married while 
the three younger ones, all ado- 
lescents, live with them. Romy 
also has a two-month-old daugh- 

Í ter from an extra-marital affair 

Ayear ago, Aurora left to work 

in Qatar as а reflexologist but 
ended up as an “all-around.” She 
left so that the children could go 
to school. But her departure sad- 
dled them with a huge debr, re- 
sulting in their having to mort- 
gage the family home. 

Romy has had to learn how to 
budget their expenses and to 
take care of the children's school 
needs. He works as a tricycle 
driver until the wee hours of the 
morning. He says that the work 
helps him cope with loneliness. 
He also says that he used to drink 
but his children didn't approve of 
it, sohe stopped. 

‘The youngest in the family, 
Romy Jr, 15, echoes the over- 
whelming sadness felt by the 
whole family: "Nawala ang ilaw 
ng tahanan, nawala ‘yung laging 
masa bahay, nawala ушл nag- 
aalaga ng bahay at yung nag- 
aalaga din sa amin.” 

Romy Jr. says talking to his 
mother on the cell phone twice a 
| month is what helps alleviate the 

sadness. Household activities 
such as fixing the house and do- 
ing the laundry with his siblings, 
as well as studying, have also 
helped him cope with his moth- 
er's absence. 

His passion for singing and 
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solving logic puzzles and his aspira- 
tions to finish school and pass audi- 
tions for a national singing competi- 
tion on TV have helped him rise 
above feelings of burden and sad- 
ness. 

The Mirasols hope that Aurora will 
return home for good. Romy Sr. says 
nothing good has come out of her 
leaving. "Parang wala namang maga- 
ndang nangyayari. Lahat kami nan- 
gungulila. Wala akong nakitang im- 
provement sa buhay namin.” 


Fernandez family 

Six years ago, Arcadio and Aloha 
lost their jobs when the restaurant 
they worked for burned down. Soon 
after Aloha left for Singapore to work 
as a caregiver. Arcadio was reluctant 
to let his wife leave, but both of them 
decided that the sacrifice would en- 
sure their children’s future. 

Arcadio says it took him about two 
months to adjust to the changes that 
were required of his wife's departure. He 
stayed home, did domestic chores such 
as laundry and cooking, cleaning the 
house and even bathing son Jolo, 10. He 
says he had difficulty with Jeralyn, who 
is an adolescent and has many issues re- 
garding body changes and low grades in 
school. 

It is a plus that the Fernandez cou- 
ple have a good relationship. Arcadio 


ree families 


writes to Aloha every day and she, for 
her part, calis him daily. They pledge 
their faithfulness to each other, and 
respect each other deeply. He is also 
thankful that his wife has a good em- 
ployer. 

Arcadio is now able to buy most of 
thechildren's needs and has adjusted 
to the role of mothering his kids. He 
is fully attuned to and sensitive to 
their physical and emotional needs. 
His children are a source of comfort, 
and he copes by spending a lot of 
time bonding with them and observ- 
ing simple family traditions. His wish 
and goal is clear: that their children 
finish schooling and his wife does not 
get sick. This gives him hope and en- 
ergy to go on in spite of his wife's ab- 
sence. 

Lirio family 

Јоко, 55, was only able to finish 
second year in college. He used to 
work at Meralco as part of ће main- 
tenenance staff but is now unem- 
ployed. 

His wife Julie, 32, a high-school 
graduate, was able to study reflexolo- 
gy under a program sponsored by а 
religious group. She has been work- 
ing in the Middle East for two years 
and two months. She works as a 
“therapist-reflexologist” and domes- 
tichelper. 

Joko and Julie have five children. 
The oldest is Gio, 15; followed by two 
girls, Bella, 14 and Maya, 13; and two 
boys, Jay, 8 and Ernie, 6. All three 
boys live with Joko, while the two 
girls live with their maternal grand- 
parents in Pangasinan. When Julie 
left for Kuwait in 2004, she asked 
Joko to quit his job to take care of the 
boys. 

Јоко says Julie failed to send them 
money for almost eight months dur- 
ing the past year. He says she became 
steeped in debt. He also talks about 
his frustration and feelings of being 
trapped because his wife threatened 
not to send him money if he decided 
to get a job, yet in the end she would 
fail to send them money anyway. 

During those times he would drink 
to numb the pain. However, he had to 
quit the habit because he could no 
longer afford it. 


Communication between hus- 
band and wife is not regular, Joko 
often gets upset to find that Julie 
calls his neighbor instead of him 
to check up on the children. He 
has also tried writing to his wife 
but she doesn’t respond to his let- 
ters. 

Jay, 8, likes to draw and his 
drawings reflect his desire for his 
parents to be together. He says 
he is happiest when he is with his 
friends in school but also appre- 
ciates how his Papa takes care of 
him now that his Mama is away. 

Despite the family’s present 
condition, Jay remains opti- 
mistic about his future and 
hopes to be a doctor someday. 

Gio, the eldest, says that music 
and peers have helped him cope 
with the sadness. He copes with 
the sadness by playing his guitar. 

Gio seems to harbor some resent- 
ment about his mothers leaving. 
He feels that she cares more about 
her work than about him and the 
family. He thinks staying with the 
family instead of leaving is a "big- 
ger sacrifice.” He is also very disap- 
pointed when his Mama doesn’t 
call them, 


Hopeful, resilient. 

Gio though, remains hopeful, 
confident and resilient despit 
the sadness and anger that he is 
feeling. Like Jay, he holds on to 
hope and believes that things 
will end up happily for him and 
his family. 

Despite the overwhelming 
feeling of powerlessness and 
helplessness that is especially 
felt by the father, and some of the 
children, many of these family 
members have displayed an ad- 
mirable resilience and eventual- 
ly found coping mechanisms that 
worked for them individually. 

Out of the pervasive sadness 
they have been able to draw 
strength from deep within them- 
selves to look beyond the present 
situation and imagine a better, 
happier, more beautiful future 
when the family will be truly 
complete. 
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fore they truly break down, 
OFW families 

Having put the Filipino family in the 
context of the larger society, let us now 
focus on a most major change that has 
become an urgent concem and that has 
directly changed the family’s structure 
and identity—the OFW phenomenon. 

Perhaps the most major change that 
has the most direct impact on the family 
is the global migration—the significant 
increase in the number of OFWs or over- 
seas Filipino workers. This has resulted in 
the change in the structure and composi- 
tion of our families. There are now more 
single-parent families, mother-headed, 
fatherheaded and child-headed, blend 
ей families and many others. The defini- 
tion of family is changing. For both par- 
ents working abroad, the children have 
become "seasonal orphans.” This phe- 
nomenon has a clar and direct impact 
оп child-rearing practices and on how 
our children are growing up. What do 
families do to cope with this? 

Labor migration is not a new phe- 
nomenon in the Philippines. We had 
hundreds of men leaving for work in 


the pineapple fields of Hawaii a hun- 
dred years ago. 

The number dramatically increased. 
in the 1970s with the petroleum boom, 
when the Middle East became a major 
destination for Philippine migrant 
workers. 

‘These OFWs, mostly males, went in- 
to heavy production and construction 
‘work. Since the 1980s, however, fe- 
male OFWs have joined the exodus in 
big numbers, migrating to other desti- 
nations like Japan, Hong Kong, Singa- 
pore, Taiwan and Italy, which have a 
great demand for work. 

A present 7 out of 10 migrant workers 
are women. With such a big number, its 
estimated that about 10 milion children 
(more than 10 percent of the total popu- 
lation) are growing up without a mother 

For Dr. Liane Alampay, a develop- 
mental psychologist, “In the Filipino 
context, when you take the mother 
away from the family itis BIZARRE.” 

In our forthcoming book on OFW fam- 
ilies tided “Nawala ang Пам ng Tahanan: 
Case Studies of OFW Families Left Be- 
hind by the Migrant Mother” (writen by 
MLA.

Carandang and to be published by 
‘Anvil Publishing), we write about an in- 
depth study where we explored the 
nermost feelings and thoughts of family 
members let behind by the mother. 
‘Questions, findings 

We start with the questions: What 
goes on inside the family when the 
mother leaves for a long period of 
time? How does the family seek a new 
balance or equilibrium? What do the 
children think and feel about their 
family situation? What happens to 
their worldview and their values? How 
about the father? How does he cope? 

From their own responses, we cull in- 
‘sights and support programs and activi- 
ties in the home and school community 
that can answer their expressed needs 
and enable them to lead happier lives.

Bur they do not tell us what is re- 
ally happening with families left be- 
hind—how they live, how they cope 
with family separation, what their 
needs and frustrations are, how 
they make sense of their situation, 
their vulnerabilities and their re- 
silience and strength. They hold up 
the economy and keep it from col- 
lapsing, but what kind of assistance 
do they get in reum? 

Let us look at the inner lives of 
three families.

inportant and highest-paying jobs 
with multinational companies in the 
Philippines are already farmed out to 
eadhunters? 

Tam sure your understanding is 
multinational companies have their 
own human resource departments 
who hire their executives and em- 
ployees. The truth is, yes, multina- 
Чопа! companies have their own hu- 
man resource department. But de- 
dsion-makers of companies have 
realized that recruitment, selection 
and hiring” is not among their core 
competencies. 

"It is the specialization of a head- 
hunter. Why bother performing a 
function that could lead to a wrong 
selection of candidates and at the 
same time risk one's position as а 
human resource manager. 

Inthe Philippines headhunting was 
bom onlyin the 70s. Executive search 
began after World War П when some 
firms sought executives and profes- 
sfonalsto filljobs. Headhunters are 
different from employment agencies, 
‘which are basically clearing houses. 
Employment agencies screen job ap- 
plicants who fill out applications and 
refer the applicants to employers who 
hve listed jobs with the agency. In 
rhost cases, the employment agency 
charges the employee a fe. 

Executive search recruiters or 
Headhunters never charge the em- 
ployee. They are paid by companies 
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j©BMarket

are no longer advertised 


togoout and find the qualified candi- 
dates. This distinction between a 
search firm and an employment 
agency is sill not dear to many people 
today. In fact when I started my 
headhunting business 18 years ago, 
executives and professionals thought 
1 was selling guns or was a member 
‘of some primitive group when tinuro- 
duced myself as a headhunter. Their 
next question is “How much will 1 
take out from their salaries” 

‘The mission of the executive 
search professionali reflected in the. 
term “recruiter.” The searcher not 
only locates the candidate but also 


helps to source/recruit that candidate. 
In the early days, this function was 
loudly denounced as “pirating” The 
word “headhunter” was associated 
with a person who ruthlessly stole 
employees from their employers. 
Today “headhunter” isa generic term 
for executive recruiter. 

‘Some people have a hard time get- 
ting a job. Others are offered well- 
paying jobs without even looking. 
Some get more than three job offers

But there are those who 
are just as experienced and capable 
who are overlooked. The difference 
Derween the two is their visibility in 
the market. In these uncertain times, 
it pays to get noticed. 

То get noticed, you have to make 
‘yourself visible. You have to partici- 
pate actively in interest groups, indus- 
try associations and professional or- 


ganizations. 

As you become beer known inthe 
industry, chances are your name will 
be mentioned when a candidate is 
being sought. 

Accept speaking engagements in 
the area of your expertise. Network 
at dinner or cocktail parties. Try to 
know the headhunters who special- 
ize in your field in informal settings. 
Personal contact is always better 
than a phone call.

IS IT WRONG FOR ME TO 
want credit for what I have 
accomplished and be recog- 
nized that the accomplish- 
ment is mine? I'm 24 years 
old, female, single and a 
graduate of a state univer- 
sity. Гуе been working with 
my present company for the 
past two years, during 
Whieh I have had three 
bosses, all of whom are sec- 
tion heads. This last one is 
really breaking my heart, to 
say the least. Not only does 
she not acknowledge the 
good reports that I do; she 
is quick to criticize whatever 
Ido and finds fault with my 
work. Itis as though I’m not 
doing anything good at all 
for she never says anything 
positive about what 1 do. 1 
ауе never received any pat 
‘on the back from her. It’s 
not that she doesn’t know 
how to compliment people. 
She occasionally praises her 
favorites. I'm so demoral- 
ized and demotivated that I 
want to seek transfer to an- 
other section, or else qui 
my work and resign from my 
company if no lateral trans- 

fer is possible.

; There is nothing wrong with 
Wanting a pat on the back and be 
given recognition, especially from 
Significant others, including your 
Hoss. Affirmation, approval, rec- 
ognition, ete. are emotional needs 
that are basic to survival. Dr. Vir- 
inia Satyr, a well-known Ameri- 
сап psychologist and therapist, 
writes that every human being 
needs to satisfy a "daily stroke 
quota," i.e., the minimum number 
Of "strokes! we need daily for our 
psychological growth. These 
sttokes are in the form of praise, 
Similes of approval, compliments,

hugs and other physical and emo- 
tional touches from significant 
others. According to Dr. Satyr, ev- 
ery human being needs 10-15 
strokes daily; they serve as the 
"psychological oxygen" to make us 
grow and glow. 

If these emotional needs are not 
met, especially in the home, a 
child looks for them elsewhere. 
Attention deficit can be a power- 
ful motivator throughout life. In 
fact, a child or an adult engages in 
atiention-seeking behaviors (we 
usually refer to these as “КБР” or 
kulang sa pansin behavior) just to 
get attention; negative attention, 
Such as criticism, is better than no 
attention at all 

‘When a person does not get 
their daily stroke quota, it is diffi- 
cult for them to see and to satisfy 
these needs in others. This could 
be the case with your boss. Per- 
haps she does not get her daily 
stroke quota which is why she 
finds it difficult to affirm, approve 
and give recognition to others. So 
instead of feeling hurt the way you 
do, try to understand her from this 
perspective, 

What pains you is your percep- 
tion that she does pat the back of 
her favorites and you are not one 
of them. This may be news to you: 
‘among Filipino bosses, those who 
praise their employees for good 
performance are more the excep- 
tions than the norm. This could be 
а cultural trait passed on from 
generation to generation. Children 
are not generally praised nor af- 
firmed for fear that they become 


"swell headed" such as “Baka 
lumaki ang ulo,” or "Huwag 
mausog!" if baby or child is 
praised for being beautiful. In our. 
management and leadership 
seminars we are always told by 
most participants, who are 
mostly frontline supervisors and 
section heads, that their mai 
ers rarely affirm and give them 
recognition. 

So that you will not experience 
unnecessary pain, you need to have 
some paradigm shifts. The first of 
these that doing good work is your 
responsibiliy and you are paid todo 
it. Doing your work the best way 
you can is your duty. You get ap- 
praised for the quantity, quality and 
timeliness of your work. You get a 
high rating and a corresponding re- 
ward for exceeding standards of 
performance. Merit ratings or per- 
Tormances bonuses are already 
forms of recognition. If your boss 
praises you for what you accom- 
plish, see this as a bonus. 

The second paradigm shift is to 
see your boss as your No. 1 cus- 
tomer. To satisfy and delight her 
15 the reason you have а job. The 
fact that she doesn't have you re- 
peat your job, and that she submits 
it or uses it in her report to ber. 
wn boss, shows that she accepts 
your work. Give yourself a pat on 
your back for this. 

‘We cannot choose our bosses in 
our companies. We are given to 
them and we are there to accom- 
plish the work for them. We have 
‘no control over the way they think, 
feel and act. Instead of waiting for 
your boss to praise you, ask her, 
"What do you think of my report, 
Ma'am?” If she criticizes and finds 
fault with it, accept her criticism 
wich a "What is it you want me to 
improve and how do you want me 
to do it?” Listen to her atten- 
tively, then thank her for wanting 
you to improve. Say, for example, 


"Thank you, Ma'am, for wanting 
me to improve my work." 

T she continues with her critical 
attitude, you can take this option: 
go to her and tell her something 
Tike this: “Ma'am, 1 am disap- 
pointed that you seem not to see 
anything good or positive in what I 
do. I wish you would also tell me 
what i is that Ido right." Then lis- 
ten to and wait for her response. 
Then thank her again. Perhaps she. 
can learn from you if you take this. 
positive attitude. Parents learn 
from their children; teachers from 
their students; bosses from their. 
subordinates, ete. They become 
aware of their negative behaviors 
from the assertiveness or facial 
expression of those younger or 
lesser than they. 

You must learn to reward your- 
self for doing an excellent job 
rather than have expectations of 
getting recognition from an out- 
Side source, such as that coming 
from your boss. Doing an excel- 
lent report or presentation should 
give you а feeling of achievement. 
Give yourself a pat on a back. 

Feeling proud of yourself for do- 
ing an excellent repon, feeling of. 
accomplishment and pride are in- 
trinsic rewards chat make you self- 
motivated to continue the good 
work you are doing. Add to this 2 
spiritual dimension: offer your 
work, the efforts you exert, the 
outputs of your work, and the lack. 
of recognition from your boss, to 
God, who, after all, knows what 
you have done and what you do. 
God bless you.

What’s Inside Those 
Balikbayan Boxes? 


Next to Christmas carols, these boxes 
announce the coming of the holidays. 
And the start of the Spam diet in most 
Filipino households 


Воку Ramon Ungco has a schedule 
more hectic than Santa Claus as he makes 
his way to hundreds of Filipino homes 
every month, delivering the much 
anticipated balikbayan boxes that herald 
another season of cheer and plenty. 


Ungco's sleigh and reindeer are the ten- 
wheeler cargo trucks and closed ulility 
vans that negotiate rough roads across the 
country to deposit the precious boxes 
safely at the doorstep of expectant 
families. His elves are the muscled men, 
hired truck helpers, who hoist and carry the 
heavy boxes and packages. 


“Гуе been all over the country, from Aparri 

to Jolo, to deliver balikbayan boxes," says 

Ungco, who owns the Port Jersey Shipping 
International Inc. “And I've seen countless 

faces light up when they see the gifts from 

their loved ones in the US." 


Ungco has been providing door-to-door 
balikbayan box service to the Philippines 
for the past 25 years, and is just one of the 
many “Santa Clauses" in the country who 
deliver loads of of goodies specially picked 
out by Filipinos living abroad, for their 
loved ones back home. The local yellow 
pages reveal more than 50 firms engaged 
in shipping balikbayan boxes from the US, 
Middle East, Canada, Europe and Asia. 


"After two decades of running this 
business, I've realized that Filipinos abroad 
always have this desire to share the good 
things they have with their families here," 
says Ungco, who maintains an office in 
New Jersey, and in Estrella Avenue, Makati 
City. 


Among the lucky recipients of such 
generous tidings is Albert Emas, 24, for 
whom Christmas comes almost five times 
a year, with the arrival of large sweet- 
scented boxes from his aunt Ida, who 
migrated to New Jersey in 2004, and 
cousin Mon, a doctor in South Hampton, 
United Kingdom. 


The boxes his family receives from his

aunt, says Emas, are a treasure trove of 
canned goods, with the staples being 
corned beef and Spam; an assortment of 
chocolates and chocolate drinks; toys for 
the children and clothes for the grown-ups. 


From his cousin, the goodies are usually 
bags, clothes and toys. “When malls 
abroad launch their yearly sales, you can 
be sure that another box will soon be on its 
way to our doorstep,” he says. 


Like Emas, most Filipinos receive 
balikbayan boxes loaded with canned 
goods, the favorite item sent home by 
overseas Filipino workers, reveals Ungco, 
whose clients are mostly nurses, doctors, 
engineers and accountants. 


Last year, his company shipped about 
10,000 of those 28- x 18-inch balikbayan 
boxes. Thirty-five percent of the goods 
inside the boxes were canned goods, he 
says, with clothes and shoes actounting 
for 25 percent; candies, 15 percent, and 
chocolates, 10 percent. Second-hand 
home appliances, electronic gadgets, old 
furniture, perfumes and toiletries such as 
soap, body wash and tissue paper account 
for the remaining 15 percent. 


“Filipinos abroad have this penchant for 
grocery shopping for the folks back home, 
especially when there's a sale in 
supermarkets," says Ungco, who once 
made the rounds of New York City as a 
limousine driver before he started his 
shipping company in 1982. "Besides, 
canned goods are really cheaper abroad,"

he explains. 


Around November and December—the 
holiday season—balikbayan boxes are 
packed with motley confections and 
chocolates, particularly those that are not 
available in the country, observes Ungco. 
"It's a habit among Filipinos 
abroad—buying stuff not usually found in 
the Philippines," he says, drawing from his 
own past experiences of sending home 
similar gift boxes to his mother. He recalls 
shipping back used home fixtures, old 
clothing and canned goods. 


The UMAC Forwarders Express Inc., with 
offices in Quezon City and Marikina, 
shares the same experiences and 
observations on the contents of balikbayan 
boxes. The company, named after Teodoro 
Carino Jr., the late chair of the Forex 
Family of Companies, maintains offices in 
the United States, Europe, Middle East, 
Asia and Canada. 


Canned goods, usually by the dozen, are 
the staple of the 23- x 20-inch balikbayan 
boxes, roughly 150,000 of which UMAC 
routed from the US, Europe and Canada 
last year. Other grocery items, including 
sacks of rice, are the next products of 
choice in the boxes that come from these 
countries, says Nette Baguisa of UMAC- 
Toronto. Used clothing and appliances 
come in third on their packing list. 
"Sometimes Filipino migrants even send 
packs of garlic and onions because they 
get them cheap abroad,” she adds.

Finding Their Way Back Home 


Two couples and why they've decided 
to come back to the Philippines after 
living The American Dream 


There are still a lot of things that get to 
Kristine Puno about the Philippines, "like 
traffic, pollution, the occasional lack of 
customer service and people's bahala na 
(fatalistic) attitude." But despite it all, 
declares this homemaker turned 
entrepreneur, the decision proved to be 
rewarding, especially in terms of business 
opportunities. The Punos moved back to 
the country in August 2006. 


For Corky and Aileen Pasquil, resettling in 
the Philippines was a means to rediscover 
their roots and give their children a sense of 
their Filipino identity. “We've always wanted 
our young children to learn to speak Filipino 
and appreciate our culture and history," says 
Corky, CEO and COO of a garment 
business. “There's simply no better place for 
that than here.” 


Moving back to the old country when just 
about everyone these days is leaving for 
“better shores" may sound unusual, and 
indeed, even the Puno couple initially 
rushed back to the United States when 
they first tried to resettle back in 1998. 


“When we tried to come back and live here 
in '98," says US-born and bred Kristine, 
“the Philippines was very much behind in 
terms of technology, product availability, 
and medical care, among other things. | 
was miserable. After six months, we 
decided that the fit was not right for us, so 
we packed and moved back to the US." 


A visit in 2004 softened their initial 
impression. Recalls Kristine: "Dur son Nik 
was hospitalized due to a bug bite infection 
while we were in Manila, and | was 
impressed by the medical care he got. | 
remember telling my husband that we 
could take a stab at living here again. Little 
did | know that one year later, we would be 
offered the opportunity to come back." 


In Valencia, California, the Punos ran two 
businesses—a medical and legal transcription 
company and an indoor air quality and mold 
inspection firm. In 2005, Raffy's father asked 
him to come home to run the family 
corporation, RPRP Ventures Management & 
Development Corporation, which is into real 
estate and property development, foreign

representation and public affairs consultancy. 


"| went to visit in November 2005 to see 
exactly what it was that | would be doing," 
recounts Raffy. " | decided that there were 
some great opportunities, so we talked it 
over and moved back in." He adds, “I did 
this after having lived in the US for 21 
years. The Philippine economy was on the 
upswing again, and with the weakening US 
dollar, it was a good time to invest in the 
country again." 


The decision to move back wasn't easy 
though, says Raffy . “It was a tough 
decision for me and my family, but it all 
came down to opportunity and timing. So 
we went for it, and we're glad we did." 


For Kristine, moving back to the country 
meant facing uncertainties about her 
future. "We knew exactly what Raffy would 
be doing, but what was my role? | figured | 
could be a stay-at home mom and raise 
my two boys. But just a year and a half 
later, | found myself getting busier than 
when | was in the States." 


The cost of labor has everything to do with 
it, she adds. "In the States, | owned and 
operated my own medical transcription 
business, which l've continued in Manila. 
The only difference is, now | have someone 
who does the transcription for me!” 


With time on her hands and the opportunity 
offered by her husband's RPRP Ventures, 
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^No better place." Aileen and Corky Pasquil 


Kristine opened Lookgood Industries, Inc., 
which owns the clothing brand Limelight 
Fashions, which caters to fashion- 
conscious career women. Lookgood 
recently ventured into maternity wear with 
its Procreation Mommy Chic line, recently 
launched at Trinoma. The Pasquils have 
ventured into MyBarong.com, the first 
online store to sell barongs. 


Aside from finding her own niche, Kristine 
points to the Internet as a crucial factor in 
making them stay. "There was no Internet 
in 1998 (when we first came in), but now 
the Philippines is just as advanced as other 
countries. The Internet is my saving grace 
when | miss home. | just connect to the Net 
and | feel like I'm back home in the US. As 
far as communications, texting and cell 
phones are concerned, the Philippines can 
be much more advanced than the States." 


Business networking is just as good, says 
Raffy. “I've found that | have far better 
access to the movers and shakers of 
industry here in the Philippines. In the US, 
it's very rare to find yourself in the same 
room with the CEOs of major corporations. 
Here, l'm actually able to meet with them and 
even play golf with them. It's a tremendous 
opportunity to generate new business ideas 
and to learn from these industry giants." 


Metro Manila's rapid development has 
helped a lot as well, he notes. "It's hardly 
recognizable as the place where | grew up. 
| think the country has made great strides 


in the areas of technology and the service 
industry." However, he adds, a lot remains 
to be done if the country is to compete with 
the other emerging Asian countries. “The 
new airport is a good place to start—if it 
ever opens," he says. 


For the Pasquils, going home meant 
finding family again. 


"From my experience," says Corky, "being 
born and raised in the States meant 
learning very little Visayan, since my 
grandparents migrated to the US in the 
1920s and 1930s from Cebu and Siquijor. 
So I'm still at the 'elementary' level in terms 
of speaking Filipino." 


Wife Aileen, who migrated to the States with 
her entire family when she was six, managed 
to keep her language skills. Her grandfather, 
says Corky, required her to speak Filipino in 
his presence. He is following suit, he adds. 
"Here in Manila, our children use Filipino." 
They also learn about Philippine culture and 
history in school, unlike in the US where 
information on the Philippines are often 
distorted and biased," says Corky. "We're 
thrilled to now see our 7-year-old learning 
about our country and our heroes. It's 
important that our children learn about the 
world without being limited by a narrow- 
minded US-centric view." 


A closer family life is another bonus of life 
in the old country, the couple notes. Back 


in the US, as a middle class family, they 
barely had enough time and energy to 
raise the children, manage the household, 
and run the business. "Shuttling the 
children to and from school and their 
extracurricular activities was a logistical 
and time management challenge. Going 
out on a simple 'date' without the children 
was both costly as baby-sitting is 
expensive and infrequent since 'free time' 
was scarce," recalls Corky. 


Now, he narrates, "We enjoy a lifestyle not 


possible in the US. Having a house staff and 


driver frees up our time to enjoy our life 
together. Beyond their daily schooling, the 
children are also savouring the many 


cultural, arts and sports activities that abound 


here. Aileen and | now have enough time to 
run the business and hang out with our 
children, travel and take up new hobbies." 


Even from a business perspective, Corky 
adds, it was "a no-brainer." He explains: 
"To be able to grow the business into a 
well-managed organization, we needed to 
surround ourselves with people who were 
better than us in their respective areas of 


expertise. In the US, it was cost-prohibitive 


for our small business to hire a full-time 


staff with the credentials we needed. Since 


we moved here in July, we've built an 
impressive team with skills that include 
customer service, industrial engineering, 
garment production, sales and marketing, 
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quality control, fashion design and web site 
development. Our products and our people 
are genuinely and proudly Filipino." 


He feels as proud of the country, says 
Corky. "The Philippines is vastly underrated 
in many respects. There are many 
misconceptions about the country held 
even by our own relatives back in the US. 
For one, we often hear the question, ‘Is it 
safe to be there if you're not a local?" 
followed by sensationalized tidbits from the 
US media about kidnappings, rebel 
insurgents, etc. But there are essentially 
the same social unrest, political turmoil, 
poverty and violence in the US as there are 
here. The US media simply don't spend the 
time or resources to objectively and 
thoroughly illustrate the complexity which is 
the Philippines." 


Corky concludes: "Personally and simply 
stated, the Philippines is a much better 
place to raise children. Compared to the 
US, family life in the Philippines is superior. 
Of course, this is from the perspective of a 
family that earns dollars but lives here." 


Kristine agrees, but then again, she might be 
speaking from the point of view of an 
expecting mother. At 34, as a busy business 
executive, a devoted wife and hands-on 
mother to two boys, being six and half months 
pregnant might present a crisis in the US. But 
here, she says, she considers it a blessing. * 


New ventures: 
Clothes from 
Limelight 
Fashions and 
MyBarong.com 
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Whe the rest of the world is luring the 
best young minds out of our country, we 
are attracting former Filipino citizens and 
foreign nationals to spend their golden 
years in these balmy islands. 


In fact, a whole new retirement industry 
has sprung up in the wake of government's 
push to make the Philippines the premier 
retirement destination in Asia, an initiative 
embodied in Executive Order No. 1307 
issued in July 1985. 


And why not? Just like brain drain, there's 
an economic underpin behind Е.О. 1307. 
The retirement industry, if fully developed, 
is projected to generate US$18 to $56 
billion from about 840,000 foreign retirees 
by 2015. It is also projected to create some 
four million jobs and help reverse the out- 
migration of Filipino health workers and 
other professionals. 


The Philippine Retirement Authority (PRA), 
a government-owned and controlled 
corporation attached to the Department of 
Trade and Industry, carries out the 
mandate of attracting foreign nationals and 
former Filipino citizens to retire in the 
country or make this their second home. Its 
main program, the Special Resident 
Visitor's Visa (SRVV) Program, offers a 
host of advantages and benefits to its 
target clientele. 


Col. Fernando Z. Francisco GSC PA (Ret.), 
PRA's acting General Manager, qualifies 
that the term "former Filipinos" refers to 
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those born in the Philippines of Filipino 
parents, but who carry foreign passports. It 
distinguishes them from the generic 
balikbayans who can come and go or retire 
in the country as they wish without need for 
a special package of privileges and 
attractions. 


Under the SRVV program, foreigners 
acquire permanent residency status 
without having to get an entry or exit permit 
from the Bureau of Immigration when they 
come in or move out of the country. Neither 
do they have to get the 1-Сага, the official 
document recognized by the immigration 
bureau, nor pay any travel tax. 


The program also entitles foreign guests to 
duty-free importation of personal effects 
valued up to $7,000. They can also avail 
themselves of assistance, free of charge, 
from PRA should they wish to work or 
engage in business in the Philippines. The 
retirement promotions agency can help 
walk the visitor through the necessary 
process so his business or employment will 
be legally recognized in the country. 


Adds Francisco: "There are other perks like 
our 'Greet and Assist' activity right at the 
airport. If they provide details of their 
arrival, we can pick them up at the airport 
and bring them to their home here in the 
Philippines free of charge, if within Metro 
Manila, Metro Cebu or Davao." 


The PRA looks beyond the hospitality and 
sunny smile associated with Filipinos to 
draw foreign retirees here, says Francisco.

The country's weather,

"Retiring in the Philippines is not just about 
getting a special visa. We'd like to think 
we're offering a new way to a good life for 
them." 


With personal safety being a top concern 
among foreigners, the PRA has focused on 
six destinations which are reasonably safe. 
In Luzon, this includes Northern Luzon and 
its environs, with Baguio as the main 
selling point; Central Luzon with Clark and 
Subic; and Southern Luzon with Tagaytay 
and Metro Manila. 


In the Visayas, Cebu is a recommended 
retirement haven, along with Negros 
Oriental, Panay Island and Leyte. 
Recommended safe destinations in 
Mindanao are Davao, Cagayan de Oro, 
General Santos City and Bukidnon. 


The availability of health care facilities in 
most of the recommended areas for retiree 
residency is another selling feature of the 
program, with tertiary public and private 
hospitals accredited by the health 
department in these places. The selected 
areas also have leisure and entertainment 
facilities like golf courses, night clubs 
beaches, and resorts. 


Then there's the warm weather and our 
world-famous hospitality. Says Francisco: 
“Filipinos smile through thick and thin. 
We've gone through a lot of crises—from 
martial law to the people power 
revolution—and came out smiling. That's 
an asset no other nation has."

What do balikbayans spend on when 
they visit the country? A possible 
retirement home, a bit of privacy, gifts 
for their families here, and home 
cooked foods and pastries to lug back 
and enjoy when they fly back home 


You can take the Filipino out of the 
country, but you can't take the Philippines 
out of the Filipino. 


Even when they've been living comfortably 
abroad for years, Filipinos can still be 
counted on to visit the country regularly to 
renew and revitalize their existing ties with 
relatives and friends. 


Data from the Department of Tourism show 
that the United States is consistently 
among the top sources of visitors to the 
Philippines, accounting for 20 percent of 
the 2.8 million visitors coming to the 
country. And almost of them are Filipinos 
carrying American passports. 


The rest of the balikbayans are Filipinos 
permanently residing in other countries, 
like Canada, Australia, Singapore, Japan, 
the United Kingdom and the United Arab 
Emirates. 


Like their counterparts in the US, these 
Filipinos are flushed with cash, which they 
are ready and willing to spend on 
themselves and their families. This makes 
balikbayans a potent economic force in the 
Philippines, with several sectors 
particularly buoyed by their moneyed 
presence. 


Sentro: Filipino cuisine as selling point 


Malls: Getting a fair share of balikbayan money 


In an interview, John Victor R. Antonio, 
chief operating officer of the Century 
Properties group, one of the country's 
leading real estate companies, revealed 
that about one in four people who buy its 
single-detached units—like the Canyon 
Ranch in Cavite—and the bigger-sized 
condominium units, is a balikbayan or a 
visiting Filipino who is permanently residing 
outside the Philippines. 


“They are really looking for retirement 
homes here because in terms of lifestyle, 
the Philippines can't be beat," Antonio 
explains. "About 80 percent of the people 
who come back to the Philippines regularly 
say that they want to retire here, and that's 
why they're buying homes." 


For this reason, other real estate 
companies like Ayala Land Inc. and 
Megaworld Corp. are targeting the 
balikbayan market, and have even set up 
marketing offices in countries with big 
Filipino communities to get them to buy 
property in the Philippines. 


Willy Ocier of Belle Corp., which owns and 
operates the Tagaytay Highlands resort 
property, confirms this. Members usually 
bring their visiting friends and family to the 
sports and country club to show them a 
better side of the Philippines, he noted. 


"The club is a favorite destination because 
it's convenient to go there. It's a short drive 
from Metro Manila." 


Malls are also getting their fair share of the 
estimated $100 that tourists, including 
balikbayans, spend every day they are in

the country. Millie Dizon, vice president of 
the SM mall chain, said the group has even 
entered into a joint marketing agreement 
with the DOT, under which the tourism 
department encourages visitors to visit its 
malis, particularly the Mall of Asia in Pasay 
City. The SM group, for its part, includes 
the DOT special tours in its own customer 
campaigns. 


"We do cross promotions and help these 
guests with what they need,” Dizon said. 


She added that balikbayan arrivals peak in 
July—when US schools go on a break until 
September—and in December, when 
balikbayans come home to spend their 
Christmas holidays here. 


Roel Chan, brand manager of Uniglobe 
Travelware Co., Inc. agrees. Chan said 
that during these months, Uniglobe—which 
handles The North Face, Columbia and 
Jansport brands in the Philippines—notices 
an increase in the sale of its goods, thanks 
to purchases made by returning Filipinos 
for their families. 


“We did some qualitative studies and 
results show that there is an increase in 
sales from balikbayans, especially in June 
and December,” Chan said, “In December, 
jackets and more novelty items sell, while 
in June, the Jansport bags sell because it's 
time to go back to school." 


Even the restaurants are getting a windfall 
from balikbayans, especially those that 
specialize in Filipino cuisine like Sentro of 
the Chateau restaurant group. Chateau

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An Eye on Medical Tourism 


First world health services at third 
world cost have been attracting 
patients and tourists to our shores 


Tue outrage over the racist slur against 
Filipino medical professionals in the ABC 
hit show “Desperate Housewives,” has led 
to an online petition circulated worldwide, 
calls for a boycott of all ABC shows, 
demands for an apology and a rewrite of 
the script, and a diplomatic complaint. 


And rightly so. After all, Filipino medical 
workers are in demand all over the world, 
even in the United States where more and 
more Americans have been flying to Cuba 
to study medicine at less cost. 


Similarly, foreigners have been coming to 
the Philippines, not only for medical 
studies, but also to obtain first world 
medical services at third world prices. 
Known as medical tourism or health 
tourism, this development is expected to 
boost the country's tourism earnings while 
burnishing the Filipino medics' reputation. 


Medical tourism is popular because 
balikbayans and other tourists stand to 
save a lot by having the same expensive 
procedure done in this country at lower 
cost, says Dr. Jack Arroyo, president of the 
Associated Eye Specialists, who also 
performs keratorefractive surgery at the 
American Eye Center at Shangri-La Plaza 
Mall. 


“In the Philippines, you have top 
doctors who have already 
treated hundreds or even 
thousands of patients and 
therefore have vast 
clinical experience to 
back up their 
qualification. In the 

US, you are 

treated by any 

doctor who's 

available, and at 

top dollar at that. 

These doctors 

may not even 

have the same 
qualifications as 

the top ones in 

our country," Arroyo

observes. 


Medical procedures such as dental 
treatment, cosmetic surgery and refractive 
surgery— which are not covered by 
standard medical insurance policies—cost 
approximately a third of what medical 
professionals in the US or Europe would 
charge, if done in the Philippines. 


LASIK, a type of refractive laser eye 
surgery, for instance would cost about 
US$2,000 an eye when performed in a 
reputable hospital in the United States. In 
the Philippines, particularly at the American 
Eye Center, it would only cost US$800 an 
eye or about P35,000. 


While a more affordable price tag

undoubtedly attracts patients, there are still 
residual fears among medical tourists that 
the results might be substandard. Arroyo 
sets those fears to rest. 


The Department of Health, the Professional 
Regulatory Commission and PhilHealth 
establish standards and routinely perform 
the annual accreditation of these doctors, 
he explains. Such safeguards ensure that 
all licensed medical doctors in the 
Philippines are capable of and competent 
at performing medical procedures asked of 
them, Arroyo adds. 


Arroyo, a self-proclaimed "Scholar ng 
Bayan,” is a prime example of how Filipino 
doctors are of comparable medical 
expertise with their foreign colleagues, as 
he has personally performed over 25,000 
LASIK procedures at the American Eye 
Center. As the first to perform LASIK in 
Asia, the doctor has a lot of American 
patients who fly into the country for the 
procedure. 


"| am happy to practice іп my home country 
where the relationship between physician 
and patient is sacrosanct," he says, adding 
that in other countries, there is a general 
wariness between doctors and patients 
because of the possibility of malpractice 
suits. The huge medical insurance that 
doctors pay for also affects their fees and 
leads to a lot of exploratory medical 
procedures that patients have to pay for. 


The difference in costs and comparable 
service serves Domingo Ramon Enerio 
well. The tourism attache of the 
Department of Tourism in London goes 
home to the Philippines three to four times 
a year for official reasons. But like other 
balikbayans, he takes advantage of his

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A Tragic 
Homecoming 


Like other overseas Filipino workers, 
Jocelyn Dulnuan dreamt of sending 
her family a taste of the good life in a 
box. She never thought she'd come 
home in one 


Toronto, Canada—They migrate in 
droves. Every year, thousands of nannies 
from the Philippines arrive in Canada— 
often armed with nothing but some training 
in care-giving skills, a passport, a suitcase 
and a dream. 


For Jocelyn Dulnuan, 27, a native of a 
farming community in Hingyon, Ifugao, the 
dream ended too soon. Dulnuan was found 
dead inside her employer's house in 
Mississauga, Ontario on October 1, 2007. 
While police probe the gruesome murder, 
her family and friends worked diligently to 
raise funds to return her body to the 
Philippines. 


An educated woman with a degree in 
Criminology, she left her husband and one- 
year-old kid to work in Hong Kong in 2005 
as a domestic helper, until she heard the 
buzz about the Live-in Caregiver Program 
(LCP) in Canada. Dulnuan learned that if 
she could work for two full years in a 
Canadian household within a three-year 
period, she could become a landed 
immigrant and bring her family to Canada. 


According to Citizenship and Immigration 
Canada (CIC), the LCP is meant to fill up 
the country's shortage of nannies, a job 
Canadians are unwilling to do. Over 
100,000 Filipinos—about 85 percent of 
whom are women—have come to Canada 
as caregivers, making the Philippines the 
main supplier of nannies to Canada. Many 
of them are trained nurses. The CIC has 
cited the Filipinos’ ability to speak and 
understand English and high level of 
education as factors in their favor. 


In the 2006 CIC report, 6,244 workers were 
admitted under this program, with 77 
percent of them from the Philippines. At 
least 1,528 Filipino live-in caregivers were

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granted permanent resident status. 


Despite the promising statistics, LCP does 
not offer an easy life. 


Leslie, 42, arrived in Canada in January 
2007 under the program. A teacher and 
mother of three, she left the Philippines to 
help out her husband who works as a 
seasonal laborer. The Zambales native is 
taking care of a year-old baby in Toronto. 


Said Leslie: “Who does not want to return 
to one's own country? But life is hard in the 
Philippines. There are no jobs. | have to 
sacrifice some more to give my family a 
decent life." 


Fellowship with other Filipinos and 
caregivers helps ease Leslie's depression, 
as do regular phone calls home. In many 
cases, caregivers share an apartment, an 
arrangement that provides them with a 
surrogate family and divides the cost of 
rent. 


Live-in caregivers like Leslie, are paid 
minimum wage, approximately C$850 or 
P35,700 a month, minus C$325 or P13,650 
for room and board as well as other 
deductions. It is hardly enough to support 
her family back home, she said. 


Despite that, Canada remains an attractive 
place for live-in caregivers, said Prof. 
Denise Spitzer, the University of Ottawa's 
Canada Research Chair in Gender, 
Migration and Health. 


Spitzer is presently conducting a study 
called "The Land of Milk and Honey?"

analyzing what has happened to the 
thousands of mostly Filipino women who 
have come to Canada under the auspices 
of the LCP. Filipinos in Canada are 
considered one of the highly-educated and 
the fourth largest visible minority 
community but the deskilling of their 
profession has led many women to 
extreme desperation, the professor said. 


"A lot of people who are already 
professionals in the Philippines are leaving 
because they can't support their families 
sufficiently with the wages they're making. 
As a result, a lot of university-educated 
individuals are working as nannies in 
private households in Canada," she said. 


The LCP has recently come under formal 
scrutiny by Filipino women advocates in 
Canada, including the CIC for its tendency 
to exploit women. 


Under the LCP, women who wish to have 
their status converted to landed immigrant 
must work as live-in caregivers for at least 
24 months. This live-in arrangement has 
exposed them to abuses, according to 
Intercede, a Toronto-based non- 
government organization advocating the 
rights of domestic workers. 


"The caregiver is often at the mercy of her 
employer," said program manager 
Columbia Diaz of Intercede, an agency 
helping domestic workers and new 
immigrants in Canada. "There are so many 
abuses being reported to us such as non- 
payment of overtime, holiday and vacation 
pay, excessive hours of work, non-

chief executive Ricky Gutierrez said that 
easily 30 percent of its patrons are 
balikbayans, with arrivals peaking from 
December to March. 


“They come to Sentro mainly because we 
provide comfort food for them. We offer 
something different from the cuisine that 
they are used to," Gutierrez said, "We are 
also happy that Filipinos here recommend 
the restaurant to their balikbayan friends." 
Best sellers include the sinigang na corned 
beef, the galunggong special and sago't 
gulaman. 


Annabelle Wisniewski of the Discovery 
Hotel group said balikbayans also make up 
a sizable and growing market for the 
serviced apartment industry because not 
all of them want to stay with relatives. 


"Many balikbayans choose to stay in a 
serviced apartment like the Discovery 
Suites because they can entertain their 
relatives here. At the same time, they can

cook and have privacy," Wisniewski 
explained. She said the balikbayans 
usually stay for about two weeks to as long 
as a month. 


“It's a growing market because there are 
now more people going abroad, and those 
who still have roots here will always come 
back," she added. 


And since balikbayans have to go back to 
their new homes, food companies are there 
to sell them a piece of home they can take 


back with them. Goldilocks 
marketing manager Pinky 
Yee said balikbayans 
usually take home polvoron, 
mamon, ensaymada and 
other pastries, so that 
3 Goldilocks had to change its 
ES packaging to make it easier for 
S them to tote the baked goodies. 
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She added that because 

Goldilocks has realized how 
balikbayans contribute significantly to its 
income, the company decided to come up 
with the Pinoy Deli line of cooked meals in 
doy packs, like dinuguan and bopis, which 
are approved for entry into countries like 
the United States and Australia. 


With companies themselves seriously 
wooing balikbayans with goods and 
services tailored to their needs, it is little 
wonder that these seasonal guests have 
made the country part of their yearly 
holiday plans. •

Economic cost is another plus factor, and 
one of the major focus of the agency's 
marketing thrust on its website and on road 
shows abroad. The Philippines is definitely 
an affordable destination for retirees, notes 
the PRA general manager. 


"If we're looking at a monthly pension of 
$1,000 to $1,500, retirees cannot survive 
in the United States with that kind of 
money. In Japan, they must have at least

$3,000 to survive. But in the Philippines, 
with the exchange value of about P44,000 
for every thousand dollars, retirees can live 
reasonably well with that pension. We have 
good hotels, condos and condotels, or they 
can lease a house and lot. They can 
employ a maid and even a driver with that 
amount.” 


Since 1985, about 16,000 expats 
composed mostly of Chinese, Taiwanese, 
Japanese and Korean nationals have 
enrolled in the SRVV program. Former 
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Filipinos account for a mere one percent. 


Generally, the market has responded well 
to the program, says Francisco. Compared 
to the first semester of 2006, registration 
increased by 250 enrollees during the 
same period this year. 


One factor for the increase could be the 
Enrol-A-Friend program launched recently, 
that gives overseas Filipino workers and 
balikbayans a little commission for every 
foreign retiree that they endorse and whom 
they have convinced to come and live in 
the Philippines. Upon the retiree's 
enrollment to the program, the endorser 
receives a referral fee of $250. 


More than the cash incentive, Francisco is 
banking on the Filipinos’ love for the 
country: “We are requesting our 
kababayan (fellow nationals) to help 
promote the program by building up our 
country to foreigners. The larger purpose is 
of course to attract more investments here. 
If foreigners spend more money, that 
generates a lot of jobs. | would call that a 
patriotic duty of any citizen.” 


Acting as the private sector partner of the 
PRA in marketing its program is the 
Philippine Retirement Inc., a private 
voluntary organization whose members 
include real estate brokers, hospitals, 
lifestyle providers, and hotel operators. But 
definitely, they have as much stake in the 
program as the government. •

The boxes often contain food items 
because the general perception abroad is 
that “people are going hungry in our 
country,” says Rene Pinzon, who oversees 
UMAC's international units. Sending 
imported food rations is almost tantamount 
to giving their loved ones back home a 
taste of their lives abroad, he adds. 


There is a marked difference, however, in 
the packages that come from the Middle 
East, Pinzon points out. Rather than 
foodstuffs, the boxes are filled with 
appliances and second-hand clothing. 


“The variety of food available there is 
limited. Being a Muslim country, (Saudi 
Arabia) doesn't allow pork, and that 
narrows down the choices of food to sheep 
and chicken, which are more expensive," 
he says. 


Items such as towels, bedsheets, soaps 
and other toiletries are often used as 
“fillers," to make sure that every inch of 
space inside the box is utilized, observes 
Baguisa. 


While balikbayan boxes are often sent as 
gifts to loved ones, some people see them 
as a means to earn extra cash. 


Take office worker Ann, 24, of Cabanatuan, 
Nueva Ecija, whose aunt in Chicago sends 
boxes of imported beauty products, 
toiletries and perfumes about twice a year. 


"Sometimes there are just too many for the 
family, so we sell them to our officemates," 
admits Ann. The excess usually comes in 
handy during the Christmas season, she 


says, adding that she would make the 
rounds in her office to ask for orders. 


"Victoria's Secret body sprays are our 
bestsellers," says Ann. "We sell them for 
P550, P50 lower than the price at the 
malls, and on installment basis at that." 
Bath and Body Works soap products rank 
second. The informal business gives them 
extra cash for the holidays, she adds. 


For Ungco, such enterprising moves are 
proof that the balikbayan boxes bring not 
only delight to families back home, but that 
they also help boost the country's 
economy. His own business has gained 
from it, he adds. "When (the forwarding) 
business boomed in the 1990s, it started 
bringing in billions of pesos in taxes to our 
economy,” he adds. •

issuance of a Record of Employment and 
pay slips and degrading treatment,” said 
Diaz. In 2006 alone, she noted, at least 
5,804 live-in caregivers sought the help of 
Intercede with various problems arising 
from their work. These include 
“catastrophic illnesses” and other health- 
related problems arising from stress and 
the emotional impact of family separation, 
as well as the physical demands of working 
long hours. 


Diaz noted that many caregivers suffer 
quietly in isolation, often cowed into silence 
by employers who threaten them with 
deportation and calls to the police. “Many 
of them are unable to complain or defend 
themselves as a result of their temporary 
status or contractual situations. But they 
remain hopeful,” she said. 


If advocacy groups in Canada like SIKLAB- 
Canada and the National Alliance of 
Philippine Women in Canada had their 
way, the LCP program would be scrapped. 
The groups describe it as “a modern type 
of slavery.” In a statement, they 
condemned LCP as an "anti-woman and 
racist policy that sentences live-in 
caregivers to a lifetime of domestic work, 
cleaning, and other service sector work, 
stealing their dignity and stripping them of 
their previous work experience and 
education.” 


These groups are calling for the scrapping 
of the LCP. The Canadian government,

himself checked for ailments and other 
physical complaints. Doing so saves him 
a bundle in terms of time and money. The 
cost of medical attention in Europe is 
easily double what local medics charge, 
and setting an appointment with a doctor 
can take months. 


Most medical tourists come for one-time 
or short term treatment, observes Dr. 
Florencio Lucero, a qualified and fully- 
trained plastic surgeon with Philippine 
and US residency training. "Many 
patients on medical tourism go for plastic 
or cosmetic surgery mainly because 
these operations are perceived to be 
minor and that they can come and go 
within a short time," he says. But Lucero 
tells his medical tourist-patients that 
though they may opt for "minor" 
operations, they should try to arrange for 
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they argue, must remove its mandatory 

live-in requirement and allow workers to 
enter as permanent residents to prevent 
abuse and exploitation. 


Diaz wants a review of the program. “We 
are pushing for the Canadian government 
to admit these live-in caregivers with a 
landed immigrant status to minimize, if not 
eliminate, abuse of these foreign domestic 
workers.” She noted that these advocacies 
have been supported by the United 
Nations’ Convention of the Elimination of 
All Forms of Discrimination Against 
Women. 


Despite stories of abuse in host countries, 
the Philippines remains the number one 
exporter of labor in the world, according to 
Spitzer's study. Over eight million overseas 


a 10- to 14-day stay so that he can 
monitor the healing progress. 


According to Lucero, the most common 
operations that medical tourists ask him 
to perform are eyelid and eyebag 
surgeries (blepharoplasty), noselifts 
(rhinoplasty), facelifts, liposuction and 
breast enhancements. 


“Packaging medical and surgical 
services with tourism is my idea of 
medical tourism," Lucero says. But he 
does have reservations as well, he 
says, adding that our infrastructure 
continues to work against us. "I think 
the most common wishes of 
balikbayans to make coming home a 
better experience are peace and 
security, less traffic, a better airport, and 
а more convenient access to tourist 
spots."
